REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN

The following pages provide, in the form of individual department, 
board, and committee reports, a detailed account of the activities of the 
Town government during the year 1969. This Selectmen’s Report will 
attempt to give a more general overview of what transpired during the 
year, of the environment and circumstances in which we find ourselves, 
and of some of our plans and prospects for the future. 


Collective Bargaining and Personnel Matters 


The beginning of 1969 found Sharon in the same predicament as the 
major portion of the towns in the Commonwealth. Under the direction 
of the State Legislature, the normal Town government and Town employee 
relationship has been forced into a system of annual collective bargaining 
conflicts. The Personnel Board system which this Town had developed so 
effectively over the past ten years was, to a large extent, negated, and a 
new system was required to enable the Town to cope with an influx of 
professional intervenors in our relationships with Town employees. After 
unsatisfactory experiences with various combinations of representative 
personnel as bargaining agents, an experiment was made this year in hav- 
ing the Selectmen, with the advice and assistance of Personnel Board and 
Warrant Committee representation, conduct the 1970 personnel bargain- 
ing for the Town. Experience to date, with this approach, has been satis- 
factory, and agreement has been achieved between the Town and the 
Police Officers. It is hoped that this success will continue and that satis- 
factory contracts will be negotiated with the remaining bargaining repre- 
sentatives of Town employee groups early enough to avoid the corridor 
bargaining that had to take place during the 1969 Town Meeting. 


Influence of the Legislature 


The difficulties of collective bargaining and living within the budgets 
appropriated at Town Meeting were increased this year by the State 
Legislature making time and one-half premium pay mandatory for the 
Police and Fire Department personnel, thereby increasing salaries after 
they had been negotiated in good faith and budgeted. The State made 
no contribution toward payment for the gifts they had bestowed. This 
action of the State Legislature was compounded by the confusion and 
mismanagement of its last week before prorogation when it established 
legislative precedent for premium overtime awards for even supervisory 
salaried personnel. If this trend continues, Towns will have lost control 
over the salary of their work forces. Such payment will be negotiated by 
special interest groups in the corridors of the State House and the Town's 
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sole function will be to pay the bill. We would have no quarrel with this 
arrangement if it were necessary to provide a decent income for Town 
employees. This is not necessary in Sharon, and we deplore the outside in- 
teference. 


The interference of the State Legislature also presented problems this 
year when we had the opportunity to make one of our rare additional ap- 
pointments to the police force. A combination of civil service and dis- 
abled veterans special interest legislation put us in the position where, 
if the Legislature had its way, we would have been forced to appoint 
to the vacancy a non-resident of the Town who had the very lowest score 
on the eligibility list. Fortunately, a way was found to appoint a well- 
qualified resident who was a top, instead of a low, scorer. If the present 
attitude of the Legislature continues, however, it is only a question of time 
before this loophole will be discovered and plugged. Sharon’s policy al- 
ways has been, and still is, to pay top salary for top talent. That is why 
we are so fortunate in the present caliber of our Town employees. 
Prospects for the future, however, are dim if the Legislature continues on 
its present course. On the hopeful course, Representative Aronson and a 
small group of Legislators are sensitive to the danger and are mounting 
a vigorous defense against it. 


The conversion of Sharon into the next metropolitan Boston airport 
is a dormant issue at present. Vigilance is being maintained and you may 
be “called to arms” on an emergency basis if danger signs appear. 


Executive Secretary 


Four years ago the Town established the office of Executive Secretary 
and appointed J. Maynard Austin to the position. For four years Mr. 
Austin provided very efficient and effective leadership in providing a 
satisfactory management of the Selectmen’s responsibilities. We were dis- 
appointed that the advancement of his own professional career made it 
advisable for him to leave Sharon to accept the position of Manager in 
the Town of Andover. His absence made the necessity of the position very 
evident, particularly since the Selectmen are increasingly expected to serve 
in the role of primary and centralized responsibility for the efficient con- 
duct of Town affairs. Fortunately, one of the Selectmen, who had re- 
tired from fulltime business activity, was able to devote a certain number 
of weekdays in addition to the customary evenings and weekend hours 
to Town business. In addition, a former Selectman, Mr. John Andrews, 
also a retired business executive, took over the responsibility of the 1970 
budgets. 


During the fall a considerable amount of thought was given to the 
type of replacement we should seek for Mr. Austin. We were in the 
favorable position of having approximately 50 candidates for the po- 
sition, and 20 per cent of them could probably have filled the job on 
a credible basis. Eventually, the selection of a candidate resolved into the 
resolution of a more fundamental issue: Should the Town move further 
toward the concept of a Town Manager with strong centralized authority, 
or return toward the concept of a plurality of Department heads reporting 
Operationally to the Selectmen with the Executive Secretary functioning 
as an administrative manager. 


During the absence of an Executive Secretary the Selectmen found 
themselves much closer to the day-to-day problems of the Town because 
the major Department heads were reporting directly to them. We also 
observed a better working morale amongst the supervisory personnel. 
In spite of the added work load that this imposes on the Selectmen we 
finally concluded that the Town of Sharon, given its present situation and 
present personnel, can be best governed by the Selectmen with the sup- 
port of an administrative, as distinguished from an operational, Executive 
Secretary. Fortunately, Mr. Lawrerce Pike, who had served the Town for 
many years as Welfare Administrator, and has progressed successfully in 
the State Administraitve Service since leaving Sharon, was interested in 
returning to this community. His familiarity with our Town personnel 
and their respect for him, coupled with his administrative experience, 
made him an ideal candidate for the position which had evolved in our 
thinking. He assumed office as Sharon’s second Executive Secretary on 
January 1 of this year. We trust that it will be many years before the Town 
appoints a third. 


Public Works 


Roland Hodge announced at the end of the year that after approximately 
40 years of service he will retire as Superintendent of the Water Division. 
His detailed knowledge of our water system, and, particularly, his dedica- 
tion to his work and devotion to duty will be sorely missed. In the re- 
Organization resulting from Mr. Hodge’s resignation, the natural inte- 
gration of the Water Department as a division of the Public Works De- 
partment will be effected. This is expected to provide a closer coordina- 
tion of the activities of the Water and Highway Departments and a 
saving in administrative personnel and equipment support for both De- 
partments. 


Due primarily to personnel shortages, the Highway Department was 
unable to accomplish some of its road sealing program this year and the 
first phase of the work on Gunhouse Street. The funds allocated for this 
work are still avaialble for next year. If it appears that similar personnel 
shortage problems continue, these projects, and perhaps additional work 
previously performed by Highway Department personnel, will be put 
out on contract. This is in line with a continuous policy in Sharon toward 
contract work based on competitive bids where it is more efficient and 
economical. Any significant shift toward having a larger share of work 
done on contract will, in turn, necessitate a shifting of Highway personnel 
to an arrangement with more administrators and no increase of direct 
labor force. 


The vision of buried utility lines in future subdivisions suffered a serious 
setback this year when the Boston Edison Company advised us that their 
annual service contract for buried installations will be approximately $100 
per light, which is three times the $35 per street light which we pay for 
present installations. They have also advised us that more street lights 
per mile of street are recommended in the buried installations and that, 
although unsightly overhead wires are eliminated, means must be pro- 
vided to erect and camouflage one large and unsightly transformer for every 
four houses along the buried cable route. Planning Board and Public 
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Works personnel will meet with the Selectmen and representatives of 
the Boston Edison in the near future to discuss this problem in the hope 
that some means can be found to provide buried utility services at a 
reasonable cost to the Town. 


Recreation 


The results of the Town sponsored recreation program have been ex- 
cellent. The report of the Recreation Committee, itself, gives the details 
of their accomplishments; however, satisfaction should be expressed for 
the very wide range and large number of activities which have been 
initiated and sustained in such a short period of time. The enthusiasm of 
the participants and the voluntary contributions of money, time and 
equipment are much appreciated. When the Town decided to embark 
upon this program a little more than a year ago, there was concern as 
to whether this community could run a worthwhile recreation program. 
Performance has given the answer in a resounding affirmative. The Hallow- 
een celebration at the Community Center jointly sponsored by the Police 
and Recreation Departments, and so admirably supported by the youth 
of the Town, was the crowning achievement of a successful year. 


Public Safety 


The Police and Fire Departments have managed for another year to 
provide maximum safety with minimum staffs. Their success, however, 
would not be possible without the support of the Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment, the Civil Defense Authority and the Auxiliary Police force. The 
caliber of help available from these organizations and the public spirit 
demonstrated by the townspeople who have volunteered to serve with 
them enable the Town to increase significantly the effectiveness of our 
Police and Fire Departments. Typical examples of what the Town has 
been able to accomplish because the volunteer police contribute their 
services gratis are the Fourth of July week-end celebrations and public 
affairs such as the Halloween party at the Community Center. In addi- 
tion, whenever an emergency occurs, or even threatens, Civil Defense and 
volunteer police personnel automatically report to preassigned stations 
and are prepared to render whatever service is necessary. 


With the growth of the Town it is inevitable that the police and fire 
forces will have to expand. As long as volunteer support is available this 
expansion can be decelerated, but long rang planning for items such as 
the location of another fire station and expansion or relocation of the 
present police station must be considered. At the suggestion of the 
Capital Outlay Committee, the Selectmen are requesting the Town to 
establish at the coming Town Meeting a Public Safety Facilities Com- 
mittee to concern itself with this type of research and planning. 


Committees 


Another means by which the Town finds considerable support from 
expert and dedicated personnel on a volunteer basis is the various com- 
mittees which concern themselves with planning and administration of 
different areas of community concern. Typical examples are the Advisory 
Board of Health, the Capital Outlay Committee, the Central Business 
District Study Committee, the Development and Industrial Commission 
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and the Historic Districts Committee, which will have an article in the 
next Town Meeting to establish an Historic District within the Town. 
In connection with the work of the Development and Industrial Com- 
mission we are happy to report that the gravel removal operation essential 
to the proper grading of the land which this Commission is offering to 
industry is currently underway, and to date has been conducted in such a 
manner that practically no one in Town is even aware of it. 


Public Housing and Senior Citizens 


The Town voted last year to establish a committee to study the 
feasibility of providing public sponsored housing for the elderly within 
this community. This committee has accomplished its task and recom- 
mends that such housing be sponsored by the Town. An implementing 
article will be included in the Warrant for the next Town Meeting. The 
recommendation is that the Town start with a single unit of the type 
sponsored by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. This will satisfy the 
needs of the lowest income group and has the best possibility for quick 
financial support. Further projects with federal support can be undertaken 
by either a Town Authority or private non-profit organizations. These 
would be able to provide for the needs of people with a slightly higher 
income than that permitted by state standards. 


In considering housing projects of this type the Town faces several 
problems. Some of them, such as proper zoning and building standards 
can be handled in a routine fashion, and articles will be included in the 
Warrant for next year’s Town Meeting for this purpose. Other problems 
are much less easily solved. Probably the most difficult obstacle in intro- 
ducing sizeable multiple apartment residences in this community is sew- 
age disposal. The feasibility of tying the Town into the M.D.C. system has 
been investigated and the yearly operating expense alone, aside from the 
millions of dollars of capital investment required, is staggering. We have 
met with representatives of the Metropolitan District Commission to 
discuss the problem and the possibility of connecting public housing 
units to the Canton extension of the M.D.C. system on a solitary unit basis. 
We have been advised that this will not be permitted. Consequently, we 
must plan to move carefully with private disposal systems and hope that 
they will be more successful than the one provided for the new Town 
Office Building. These will be some of our concerns as we consider the 
social responsibilities of this community and the impact of the so-called 
“Snob Zoning” law. 


Just as the Town has provided for its young of body, and of mind, 
by establishing a recreation program, it must also concern itself with 
recreation and other needs and opportunities for its senior citizens. In 
this connection the Town will be asked to sponsor a Council for the 
Aging, in accordance with State legislation, in one of the Warrant Articles 
at the coming Town Meeting. 


The Selectmen take this opportunity to express their appreciation of 
the efforts which the Town employees have contributed to the conduct of 
the Town’s affairs during the past year, and to express their gratitude for 
the generous support which has been provided by the Town personnel 
and the many volunteers who have contributed so generously to the life 
of this community.

The Engineering Department, created in 1968 with only three perma- 
nent fulltime people, Messrs. Austin, Sweeney and Darrow, was housed 
partly on the first floor of the Town Office Building in what is now the 
Committee Room and partly on the second floor in the Public Works 
Office. During 1969 there were changes in both the location and staff of 
the Department. J. Timothy Walsh was added to the permanent staff as 
an Engineering Aide and Ann Seidel as a Secretary-Clerk. Ann had worked 
for the Public Works Department for six years before transferring to 
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the Engineering Department. The Department is now located on the 
second floor of the Town Office Building. This move provided much more 
working area and a more efficient operation. 


Among the major projects accomplished by the Department during 
1969 was the design and preparation of construction plans for the sur- 
face drainage of Gunhouse Street, Marie Avenue, Harold Street, Gertrude 
Avenue, South Main Street between Oakland Road and the Penn Central 
Railroad tracks, as well as a portion of Morse Street, and Capen Hill Road. 
The estimated construction cost of these projects is $110,000.00. 


During 1969 there was street and utility construction completed in 
eight subdivisions. This construction, under the supervision of the Town 
Engineer, had a value of $750,000.00. 


The Engineering Department reviewed all plans submitted to the 
Planning Board, and provided a full time consulting service to all Town 
boards, departments and committees. 


The number of building permits issued for new homes in Sharon 
reached a new high for recent years, as did the permits for additions and 
alterations. The effect of this activity is reflected in the following table 
which shows the number of various permits, the estimated value of the 
resultant construction, the fees collected and the number of inspections 
required.

The Building Inspector also serves as the Zoning Inspector and as a 
result expends much time and effort in this endeavor providing informa- 
tion, answering questions, advising the public, field inspections and pre- 
paring violation notices. 


The following regulations are reproduced herein for the benefit of 
Sharon residents. It is hoped that doing so will produce a better under- 
standing of the building permit requirements: 


Building Permit Requirements 
Section 113.1 When Permit Is Required 


“It shall be unlawful to construct, enlarge, alter, remove or demolish, 
or change the occupancy of a building from one use group to another 
requiring greater strength, exit or sanitary provisions; or change to a 
prohibited use; or to install or alter any equipment for which provision 
is made or the installation of which is regulated by the Basic Code, with- 
out first filing an application with the building official in writing and 
obtaining the required permit therefor, except that ordinary repairs as 
defined, which do not involve any violation of the Basic Code shall be 
exempt from this provision.” 


ee 


. Structures less than fifty square feet in area and less than seven 
feet six inches in height, provided that such structure is not to be used 
for human habitation and conforms to the zoning by-laws, shall not be 
subject to this provision.” Zoning by-laws require that any non-habitable 
structure in single residence districts whether or not it requires a building 
permit can be no closer than ten feet to any lot line, ten feet from any 
other building on the same lot, and set back from the street, either thirty 
or forty feet, depending on the street the lot faces. 


Section 102 Ordinary Repairs 


“Ordinary repairs to buildings may be made without application or 
notice to the building official; but such repairs shall not include the cut- 
ting away of any wall, partition or portion thereof, the removal or cut- 
ting of any structural beam or bearing support, or the removal or change 
of any required means of egress or rearrangement of parts of a structure 
affecting the exit requirements; nor shall ordinary repairs include addi- 
tion to, alteration of, replacement or relocation of any standpipe, water 
supply, sewer, drainage, drain leader, gas, soil, waste, vent or similar 
piping, electrical wiring or mechanical or other work affecting public 
health or general safety.”

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


C. FRED WILLIAMS, Superintendent 


The year 1969 will be remembered by the Public Works Department 
as the year of snow. The storms were frequent, of long duration and each 
left a sizeable new cover on top of the previous accumulation. This posed 
a real challenge for the department because accumulations of this size have 
not been common for many years, and we, like all our neighboring towns, 
were not geared to handle such storms. The department devotes most of 
its time to maintenance projects that do not require the heavy equipment 
necessary to cope with storms of these dimensions. The danger was recog- 
nized and the situation remedied, to some extent, by the purchase of a 
four-wheel-drive snow fighter authorized by last year’s Town Meeting. 
Sharon, not being an industrial town, does not have contractors with heavy 
equipment and any equipment available for hire, therefore, is in the small 
to medium category. The department employees and the contractors, both 
working under adverse conditions, did manage to keep the roads open, 
but equipment was strained to the point where breakdowns were frequent 
and at one point, eleven pieces of plowing equipment were broken down. 
Some were lost to the department for the remainder of the snow season. 
But despite these problems, the department personnel can take pride in 
a job well done. 


The department was called on many times during the year to work 
with other departments. This work consisted of maintenance projects for 
the School Department, Recreation Department, Park Department, Con- 
servation Commission, Town Building and for the Water Department 
which requires additional men and construction equipment for most of its 
maintenance and emergency projects. 


The following were regular projects programmed for the year: Roadside 
mowing; Park and cemetery mowing; Tree planting, tree removal and 
maintenance; Tree spraying; Dix-Mix surfacing; Setting up and removing 
of Waterfront equipment; Line marking; Cross-walk painting; Mainte- 
nance of Little League fields; Street sweeping; Catch basin and drain clean- 
ing; Ivy control; Mosquito control; Town dump; Patching; Gravel road 
grading; Sidewalk sweeping; Guard rail installation and refinishing; Brush 
control; Street sign replacement; Stream clearance; Setting up and storing 
playground equipment. 


Drainage systems were installed in the following streets: South Main 
Street, Capen Hill Road, Morse Street, and Moose Hill Street. 
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Two sidewalk construction projects were completed. On Billings Street, 
the sidewalk was extended to the Massapoag Trail at Mann’s Pond. Ex- 
tension of sidewalks on Webb Road and Mark Road were made in an 
attempt to reduce the number of accidents where both of these streets 
intersect with South Main Street. 


The Chapter 90 construction of Bay Road, 5750 feet northerly from 
Plain Street, was completed by contract. New street lights were also in- 
stalled throughout this section. By widening, straightening, better sight 
distance and improved lighting, Bay Road has been transformed from a 
farm road to a modern highway. 


New sidewalk and drainage systems were installed by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works on the section of South Main Street between 
South Walpole Street and the intersection of South Main Street and Route 
I-95. This same section will be further improved by the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works during 1970. Present plans include widen- 
ing, surfacing and street line marking. The railroad bridge and the side- 
walk over the bridge were repaired by contract. All metal work was 
refinished; improving the appearance of the structure ten fold. 


Mosquito control, as usual, was a joint venture between the town and 
the Norfolk County Mosquito Control Project. On the advice of the 
Norfolk County personnel the town’s treatment method was changed from 
fogging by truck to ultra-low volume spraying by helicopter. Dibrom 14 
Concentrate, one of the safest contact insecticides, was applied at the rate 
of one fluid ounce per acre. This requires special equipment that delivers 
droplets in the 30 to 80 micron size which is very effective for adult 
mosquito control. There is no persistent residue from this method to 
harm people, wildlife, domestic animals or cause mosquito resistance. The 
town spraying was done twice throughout the residential areas, covering 
approximately 1,300 acres each time. This program was supplemented 
by the County who applied larvicides from aircraft to 1,300 acres of 
swamp land, covered 150 acres with a winter pre-hatch dust, cleaned 
3,220 feet of drainage ditches, cut brush, applied a mist to 2,850 acres of 
roadside and adjoining acres, sprayed 92 acres by back packs and covered 
1,280 acres with ultra-low volume spray materials. 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank not only the Department 
of Public Works employees for a most successful and satisfying year; but 
also to thank the many Boards, Committees, Department Heads and their 
personnel who worked closely with the department to accomplish this fact.

WATER DIVISION 
ROLAND E. HODGE, Superintendent 


The principle work of the year was locating and testing curb stops and 
gate valves, and repairing and replacing broken services and mains. 
Throughout the town, developers laid a total of 4,444 feet of water pipe 
ranging from 8-in. to 12-in. cement asbestos. On Hillside Avenue, 380 feet 
of 2-in. cement-lined iron pipe was laid replacing a 65-year old pipe. 


There were seven main pipes broken this year and four fire hydrants 
damaged by auto accidents. During the year, 107 new services and water 
meters were installed and 123 were repaired or replaced. There was a total 
of 180 water services either turned off or on, 84 service boxes replaced or 
repaired, and 12 fire hydrants repaired. Of the 10 new fire hydrants that 
were installed, 10 were installed within new developments by the de- 
veloper. 


The Division now consists of a superintendent, a working foreman and 
three skilled laborers. A new truck was purchased in the fall to replace 


a 1965 truck. 


All water takers should try their main shut-off valve (located next to 
their water meter) in the early fall months and immediately correct any 
noticeable defect requiring the water to be shut of from the street. This 
could save both the town and the owner unnecessary expense. The owner 
is responsible for all damage that may occur on his property.

Station 

The station in general is in good condition, though the roof will have 
to be replaced in the near future, and the inside of the station painted.

The hot water heater has given trouble and should be replaced with a 
new 80-gallon heater. The present heater has been in station since 1956. 

There have been problems with the sewage backing up and coming in 
to the hose drying tower, and running out onto the apparatus floor and 
the floor of the day room. 


Radios: 

Radios have been kept in good repair, but the base station should be 
replaced in the future.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
ALBERT R. HORAN, Chief 


During the year 1969, there was a total of three hundred nineteen (319) 
reported auto accidents — 52 more than in 1968 or an approximate in- 
crease of about twenty percent (20%). Of these accidents two hundred 
fifty-nine (259) were reported to the Registry of Motor Vehicles as re- 
quired by Chapter 90, Section 26 of the General Laws; one hundred 
twenty-six (126) claimed personal injury and property damage; one hun- 
dred twenty-four (124) claimed property damage only; nine (9) claimed 
personal injury only. The remaining sixty (60) were minor accidents. 
In the report of accidents released by this office, it was indicated that of 
the 319 accidents reported in the town, a total of 65 occurred on Route 
195 or near the interchanges of Route 1 and South Main Street. Following 
in importance were North and South Main Streets where 63 mishaps 
occurred. There was one motor vehicle fatality resulting from these acci- 
dents for the year 1969. 


The report also shows that 147 accidents occurred between the hours of 
12:00 noon and 8:00 p.m., and 54 accidents between the hours of 8:00 
a.m. and 12:00 noon; Saturday, Friday and Wednesday were the most 
dangerous days of the week when 161 accidents occurred. Sideswipe 
accidents were the leading type, totalling 120, more than one-third of all 
accidents. Off-the-road accidents were second with a total of 87, and rear- 
end collisions followed with 56. As a result of the report, all motorists are 
cautioned to be especially alert when driving on Route 195, when using 
the interchanges of Route I-95 and South Main Street, and in particular at 
the other locations noted above. 


The department, during said year, responded to two hundred seventy- 
seven (277) emergency ambulance calls for transportation of patients to 
and from the various hospitals. 


Special Officer James Keating attended Brockton Police Academy and 
completed his basic training as required by law. He is presently on the 
Civil Service list and will accept a full time position when it is available. 
Both Special Officer Keating and Officer Joseph Puchalski are attending 
night college sessions for credits toward degrees in law enforcement. 


The year 1969 has shown a decrease in the total of breaking and en- 
tering cases handled by the department. Although the month of December 
showed a total of nine (9) breaks occurring within a one-week period, 
the annual total is a figure 14% less than the previous year. The leading 
type of arrest for this offense is still on-sight or at the scene when reported 
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by alert citizens. On some five occasions in 1969, night officers or members 
of our Detective Bureau have arrested house breakers in this manner, 
which has only been brought about through public cooperation and con- 
cern. Home owners are again advised to be alert in their particular neigh- 
borhoods for suspicious persons or circumstances which warrant investi- 
gation. It is not possible for the Police Department to maintain surveil- 
lance on all properties. It is suggested that persons cooperate with their 
neighbors and inform each other of absences and, if possible, to check 
each other’s property. 


In early 1968, the department established a Detective Bureau which 
was assigned the investigation of serious and continued crime, example: 
house and business burglaries, auto thefts, and the more serious offenses. 
It is felt that the reduction in the 1969 total breaks is the result of the 
work of this bureau. As of this writing the Police Department has cleared 
twenty (20) of the seventy-two (72) reported breaks for the year 1969. 
In July, 1969, an examination was held for the position of sergeant within 
the department. This will enable one sergeant to work in the district court 
level as prosecutor, thereby keeping court appearances to a minimum and 
also improving the information to our Detective Bureau from other agen- 
cies. Officer John Butler attained a score of 89.45% on this examination 
and has recently been appointed by the Board of Selectmen to the rank 
of sergeant. At a later time, a regular full-time sergeant will be appointed 
to the prosecutor position. 


On traffic safety, the department cooperated to the fullest extent with 
the Massachusetts Registry of Motor Vehicles, the Massachusetts Safety 
Council, and the Massachusetts Department of Public Safety. During the 
year, Chief Horan attended regular and special meetings of the Massachu- 
setts Police Chief's Association. He also attended meetings and seminars 
wtih the District Attorney of Norfolk County on homicide and drug abuse 
problems. 


The Town of Sharon for its second successive year has experienced a 
serious drug problem. Arrest reports show an increase not only in mari- 
juana but towards the more addictive or so-called hard drugs. An intensive 
investigation from May through September of this year showed arrests 
for the sale and possession of LSD, methadrine, and marijuana. In one 
instance, a 15-year old juvenile was arrested with two young girls for 
the possession of heroin. As a result of the facts and problems presented 
during this year with narcotic drugs, the department is working in 
cooperation with the School Department, members of the clergy, and 
directly with parents in an attempt to curb the use of drugs by our youth. 
Chief Horan has participated in drug seminars and panels both in and 
out of Sharon in an attempt to inform the public completely of our 
problem. 


The department has completed its third year of in-service training for 
all police officers. Training sessions, held at Police Headquarters during 
the past year, have aided officers in all ranks in the performance of their 
duties. Sessions held this year included firearms training, criminal law, 
accident investigation, court demeanor, crowd control and civil disorder, 
and interrogation. The Brockton and Sharon Police Departments also co- 
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sponsored a basic fingerprint school to train local officers assigned to in- 
vestigations. This school was conducted by the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation at Brockton Police Headquarters and was attended by Sergeants 
Bernard F. Coffey and Robert F. Ford of this department. An advance 
school will follow in February, 1970, and will be held in Wakefield, to 
be attended by the same officers. 


During the year, the department increased the strength of its Special 
Police Force (Auxiliary) to a total of thirty-five (35) men. Under the 
direction of Captain Alvin Fine and Lieutenant Joseph Petrosky, officers 
worked during town functions such as Memorial Day and July Fourth as 
well as on Hallowe’en and in other emergencies. The town is most fortu- 
nate to have such a group of dedicated professional men who volunteer 
their services at no cost to the town. Members were saddened at the loss 
of Special Officer James Murray, a member of our organization for a 
number of years. Jim was always a willing and dedicated worker and was 
often seen at our Recreation Center. 


The department received seventy-seven hundred fifty-eight (7758) 
recorded telephone calls requesting information and registering complaints. 


Communications from the Registry of Motor Vehicles reported sixty- 
five (65) licenses as suspended or revoked and one (1) registration re- 


voked. 


During the year the department made service on four hundred thirty 
(430) outside summonses and warrants.

PUBLIC HEALTH ADVISORY BOARD

The Public Health Advisory Board, composed of six individuals quali- 
fied in the various aspects of the public health field, has as its primary 
function the duty of advising the Selectmen, when acting as the Board of 
Health. Also, the Advisory Board fulfills the Town’s responsibilities under 
Federal Law with regard to Sharon’s Home Health Care Agency. This 
task has been increasingly more complex since the advent of Medicare. 


In its advisory capacity the Board considered many different health 
problems affecting the Town of Sharon. Among these were included solid 
waste disposal, inoculations for children, rabies inoculations for dogs, staff- 
ing of Public Health Nurses and the Public Health Office, mental health 
follow-up of patients discharged from Medfield State Hospital, and sani- 
tary aspects of public eating places within the town limits. While this 
isn’t a complete list, it does indicate to the townspeople the types of 
problems presented to the Advisory Board by the Selectmen. 


The Advisory Board intends to focus a great deal of attention on pre- 
ventive medicine in the coming year. This is in keeping with the advances 
made in medicine in the prevention of mumps, German measles, etc. 


While the services of Mrs. Selma Bengis, who resigned in June, will be 
sorely missed and in many ways irreplaceable, the Board was most fortu- 
nate in obtaining the services of Mrs. Maureen Martinez as Clerk of the 
Board of Health. 


Upon the resignation of J. Maynard Austin, C. Frederick Williams was 
appointed Acting Health Agent in addition to his duties as Superintendent 
of Public Works. 


The Board feels that the year has been successful and wish to thank the 
Selectmen for their support.

Thirty-five deaths occurred within the Town of Sharon, ten of which 
were of out-of-town residents temporarily residing as patients at the 
Sharon Manor Nursing Home. Deaths of residents occurring in surround- 
ing towns, as well as out of state, were also reported to the Board of 
Health. 


A total of $3,816.85 was received by the Board of Health and turned 
over to the Town Treasurer covering fees for applications and inspections 
of sewage disposal systems, installer’s permits, camp licenses, license to 
operate swimming pools (public), rabies clinic, license to stable horses, 
store and truck licenses to sell milk and oleomargarine, food service 
licenses, etc. 


Mr. Russell H. Babcock, Consulting Sanitary Engineer to the Board of 
Health, approved 140 applications for permit to construct sewage disposal 
systems, and made 148 inspections of sewage disposal system installations. 
Of the applications submitted, 140 were for new construction and eight 
for reconstruction or improvements to old systems. 


In accordance with Section 2.2 of Article XI of the State Sanitary Code, 
requiring that, “No Person or Firm shall engage in the construction, 
alteration, installation or repair of anv individual’s sewage disposal sys- 
tem without first obtaining a Disposal Works Installer’s Permit from the 
Board of Health.” Thirteen Installer’s Permits were issued to individuals 
and firms whose applications were approved by the Board of Health. 


Mr. Babcock investigated complaints relative to violations of Article XI 
of the Sanitary Code, as it pertains to sewage disposal systems, and as a 
result of these investigations, four Notice to Abate a Nuisance orders 
were issued. A total of twelve complaints were investigated by Mr. Bab- 
cock, with satisfactory results. 


Dr. Jack L. Lapuck, Sanitarian, is pleased to report that the number of 
complaints investigated were minimal due largely to a greater awareness 
of public health responsibility on the part of food establishments with 
regard to the preparation and handling of food. In addition, Dr. Lapuck is 
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routinely checking all retail food establishments, schools, restaurants, etc., 
to substantiate sanitary conditions as well as testing the bacteriological 
quality in relation to food and utensils. Also, all milk and cream sold in 
the Town is routinely checked thus enabling the milk producers and store 
proprietors to immediately correct any problem that may arise. 


In accordance with the policy initiated in 1968, Dr. Lapuck has con- 
tinued supplemental testing of the Town’s drinking water supply on a 
weekly basis for conformance with State Drinking Water Standards. The 
samples are taken from Stations 2, 3, and 4 prior to distribution through 
the town. 


Prior to the opening of the camping season, all camps located in the 
Town of Sharon were visited by Dr. Lapuck to determine the facilities’ 
compliance with the State Sanitary Code, Article IV, entitled, “Sanitation 
Standards for Recreational Camps for Children.” Visits were also made 
to the camps during the camping season to ensure continuation of these 
sanitation standards, including testing of eating utensils for bacteriological 
quality. 

Inspection of the refreshment stand and bacteriological supervision of 
the lakefront were also carried out by the Sanitarian during the summer 
months. 


Dr. Lapuck met with the Fourth of July celebration committee on sev- 
eral occasions. Sanitation rules and regulations were reviewed and effec- 
tively implemented by the committee insuring a successful and healthful 
event. 


The rabies Clinic, held at the Community Center March 20, 1969, was 
highly successful and in accordance with the Town’s By-Laws for im- 
munization against rabies prior to licensing, 316 dogs were vaccinated.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE

The policy of the agency requires that residents who desire or need home 
health care obtain a written order from a licensed physician. A compte- 
hensive health care plan including other services such as physical therapy, 
is then established for each patient and his family by the nursing staff 
in co-operation with the physician. Nursing fees are $5.00 for a home 
visit and $2.50 for an office visit. Medical supplies necessary for care are 
paid for by the patient on a cost basis. 


If physical therapy or special therapy is ordered by the physician as part 
of the patient’s total care, this is available through the agency by contract 
with Norwood Hospital, Physical Therapy Department. A contract for 
occupational therapy terminated this year, but a new contract will be 
arranged if there is sufficient demand for these services. The number of 
visits for these services in 1969 included 32 for physical therapy, one 
speech therapy and four occupational therapy. 


One of the most important responsibilities of home health agencies to- 
day is health promotion in an effort to assist the people in the maintenance 
of good health and the prevention of disease. In keeping these aims, the 
Sharon Home Health Agency has increased its health promotion activities 
in 1969 including maternal and child health; follow-up on premature 
infants; TB and communicable disease control and follow-up; health edu- 
cation and counseling for all residents and age groups. 


In the area of mental health, 1969 saw the initiation of a program 
whereby the nursing staff of the agency working in cooperation with the 
professional staff of Medfield State Hospital, provided continuing care 
for patients who have returned to the community. The professional ad- 
visory board and the nursing staff of the agency have established policies 
which govern the acceptance of patients into the program and to insure 
their care. The usual agency fee of $5.00 is charged for each nursing 
visit. In addition, the nursing staff has provided guidance to families with 
retarded children by assisting them with referrals to proper social and 
educational agencies and following the progress of such children. 
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In July, 1969, the agency was recertified as a home health agency by 
Miss Beatrice Joyal, R.N., of the Massachusetts State Department of 
Public Health, for a two-year period. Such certification is essential if the 
agency is to be accepted as a recognized provider of care and eligible for 
re-imbursement by Medicare and Medicaid for services rendered to pa- 
tients covered by these programs. 


Personnel changes in 1969 included the resignation of Miss Janet 
McCarthy, R.N. as Public Health Supervisor and the acceptance of her 
responsibilities by Miss Arline F. Love, R.N., B.S., M.N. through contract 
with the Canton Nursing Association. With the resignation of J. Maynard 
Austin in September, C. Fred Williams, of the Public Works Department 
was appointed Agent for the Board of Health pending appointment of a 
new Executive Secretary. Mrs. Selma Bengis, Secretary, who resigned in 
June was replaced by Mrs. Maureen Martinez. The complexities of cost 
accounting and billing required by Medicare have necessitated an increase 
in the amount of secretarial time available to the agency and Mrs. Martinez 
is very ably providing this service. 


In view of the rapidly changing demands for public health services, and 
their desire to provide optimal care to patients, the professional staff at- 
tended several seminars and lectures in public health nursing throughout 
the year. Included were six meetings sponsored jointly by the Massa- 
chusetts Department Public Health Nursing and Norfolk County Mental 
Health Association. Several inservice educational programs at the Wren- 
tham School provided the staff with an excellent view of the care and 
rehabilitation of the mentally retarded. Seminars offered at Medfield State 
Hospital and attended by the staff gave an overview of that institution’s 
programs in the treatment of psychiatric patients and their efforts to 
return them to their home and families. Both of these programs stressed 
the assessment of the entire family unit as an essential element in the 
overall care plan for each individual. Mrs. MacDougall attended an in- 
teresting and valuable eight-day public health workshop sponsored by 
the Southeast Regional of the Massachusetts Division of Public Health 
Nursing. The history of public health nursing, its growth and develop- 
ment, latest trends, and the role of public health nursing and its con- 
tributions to the total health care services provided individuals and their 
families were discussed by the participants. 


As the demands for public health nursing service to the residents of 
Sharon increase, the Home Health Agency and its excellent staff of regis- 
tered professional nurses will continue to provide skilled nursing care in 
keeping with the high standards of the agency.

During the past year this department processed 26 cases involving 
Veterans of the Mexican Border, World War I, World War II, and the 
Korean and Viet Nam conflicts. The sum of $23,330.96 was expended in 
cash grants for food, shelter, and clothing or for payment of hospital, 
medical, fuel bill and other necessary expenses. Benefiting from this pro- 
gram were 58 children and 31 adults. It is expected that the Town of 
Sharon will be reimbursed by the sum of approximately $11,665.48 by the 
Commonwealth as its share in this program. 


Acting as Agent for Local Board No. 120 of the Selective Service 
System, this office registered 89 young men from Sharon during the year 
1969. This Office, which is located on the second floor of the Town 
Office Building, is open Monday, Tuesday and Thursday evenings from 
7:00 P.M. to 9:00 P.M. and on Saturdays from 9:00 A.M. to 12:00 Noon. 
We would like to remind all of the young men of Sharon who have at- 
tained their 18th birthday that they must register for the draft on or 
within five days of that birthday. 


Many veterans and their dependents sought the assistance of this office 
in processing forms for other Veterans’ Benefits such as pensions, bonuses, 
burial expenses, grave markers etc. In many cases, the securing of hospi- 
talization, pensions, Social Security disability and other benefits have 
greatly reduced the payments made through this office.

MINUTES OF ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
March 10, 1969 


The adjourned meeting of March 3, 1969, was called to order by Mod- 
erator Manuel Katz. 


Prayer of divine guidance was offered by the Rev. Everette St. Nicker- 
son. 


Business continued under Article 2. 


The Committee on Nominations for the Warrant Committee reported 
and presented the names of the following: Nominated for a full three-year 
term Arnold E. VanLeer, Harold Lavien, George J. Bernstein, Gerald F. 
Boulet, and for a one-year term to fill an unexpired term: Lester N. Lechter, 
Charles M. Fazzio. The names were put to a vote singly and same declared 
elected. 


The Moderator at this point presented to the meeting the names of those 
to act as a Nominating Committee for the Warrant Committee for the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1970: John T. Gately, Jr., Janis Gordon, Jean- 
nette E. Kanter, James I. Keyes and Gordon Watts. . 


Article 3. Voted: That the reports of the various Town Officers, Boards 
and Committees be accepted as printed. 


Article 4. Moved: That the Personnel By-Law be amended as follows: 

That all classification schedules and pay schedules of Title VIII be re- 
moved and the schedules distributed at this Town Meeting be substituted 
in their place: the new schedules to be effective 1 January 1969. 


That Section 3.000 of Title III be amended to read as follows: 
“Section 3.000 — Probation 


The first six months of employment for any employee, except a member 
of the Police Department, shall be a probationary period. If the employee’s 
work is unsatisfactory the employee shall be dismissed within the first six 
months. The probationary period for members of the Police Department 
shall be nine months, and if the employee’s work is unsatisfactory, the 
employee shall be dismissed within the first nine months.” 


That Section 3.211, Title VIII, be amended so as to be known as Be- 
reavement Leave and to read as follows: 


“Section 2.111 — Bereavement Leave 
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Upon the death of the spouse, child, mother, father, sister, brother, 
mother-in-law, or father-in-law of an employee, the employee, upon re- 
quest to the department head, shall be allowed five (5) calendar days 
leave of absence, without loss of pay or any supplementary benefits, to 
attend funeral and memorial services.” 


By striking out all of Section 3.300 entitled “Holidays” of Title VIII 
and substituting therefor the following: 


“All town employees shall be granted ten (10) paid holidays as follows:

Motion to amend by excluding therefrom categories PD 80, PD 60, PD 
40 and PD 20, these to be laid upon the table and to be taken therefrom 
before the termination of this annual meeting carried.

WHEREAS, the applicant has examined and duly considered such act 
and the applicant considers it to be in the public interest and to its benefit 
to file an application under said act and to authorize other action in con- 
nection therewith; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY the inhabitants of Town 
of Sharon, the governing body of said applicant, as follows: 


1. That the construction of said public works is essential to and is 
to the best interests of the applicant, and to the end that such public 
works may be provided as promptly as practicable it is desirable 
that action preliminary to the construction thereof be undertaken 
immediately:

an assurance of compliance with the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development regulations under Title VI of the Civil Rights 
Act of 1964. 

3. That if such advance is made, the applicant shall provide or make 
necessary arrangements to provide such funds, in addition to the 
advance, as may be required to defray the cost of the plan prepara- 
tion of such public works; 


4, The said Stanley Russell, Superintendent of Sharon Public Schools, 
is hereby authorized to furnish such information and take such 
action as may be necessary to enable the applicant to qualify for 
the advance; 


5. That the officer designated in the preceding paragraph is hereby 
designated as the authorized representative of the applicant for the 
purpose of furnishing to the United States such information, data, 
and documents pertaining to the application for an advance as may 
be required; and otherwise to act as the authorized representative of 
the applicant in connection with this application.

MINUTES OF. SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
June 30, 1969 


Pursuant to the provisions of the Warrant of June 12, 1969, the in- 
habitants of the Town of Sharon qualified to vote in Town affairs met at 
the High School at 8 p.m. The meeting was called to order by Moderator 
Manuel Katz. The Town Clerk read the call and return on the Warrant, 
reading of the remainder was waived by unanimous consent. 


Voted: That a Mr. Keating of Randolph be allowed in the meeting for 
the purpose of speaking on Article 7 when said article was presented for 
action. 
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Article 1. Voted: That the Town raise and appropirate the sum of 
$5,000 for the installation of a storm drain in that section of Morse Street 
between Lakeview Street and Massapoag Avenue which lies within 800 
feet of Lakeview Street, and that the Town recover a portion of the costs 
through the assessment of betterments. 


Article 2. Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$5,000 for engineering drawings and specifications for the replacement 
of the roof on the Moose Hill Street Water Reservoir. 


Article 3. Motion to indefinitely postpone carried. Votes in the 
affirmative 127, votes in the negative 110. A standing vote. 


Motion to reconsider action taken under Article 3 not carried. 
Question of Moderator’s declaration made by seven (7) voters. 


Motion to reconsider action taken under Article 3 not carried. Votes in 
the affirmative, 97; votes in the negative, 129. A standing vote. (This ar- 
ticle called for consultant services with regard to expansion of the High 
School or Junior High School. ) 


Article 4. Voted: That the Selectmen be authorized to sell and con- 
vey for not less than $1,050 the premises:taken by the Town of Sharon 
on May 4, 1960, recorded in Norfolk Registry of Deeds, Book 3813, 
Page 105, less that portion of said premises taken by the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts for highway purposes, said premises bounded by land 
now or formerly of Joseph and Anne J. Tranavitch, Frank Gobbi, and 
Morse Bros., Inc. Votes in the affirmative, 174; votes in the negative, 19. 
A standing vote. 


Article 5. Voted unanimously: That the Town amend the Zoning By- 
Law by adding after Section 13 (A) thereof the following: 


B. Cluster Subdivision. In Single Residence Districts A, the Board of 
Appeal may, upon application and after public hearing, make a 
special exception as to the area and width of lots not having front- 
age on an existing public way in a subdivision comprising at least 
ten acres provided: 


1. A plan of the subdivision, bearing the favorable recommendation 
of the Planning Board, is submitted with the application for 
exception. Said plan to be subject to the requirements of a 
preliminary plan as defined by the Land Subdivision Rules and 
Regulations of the Planning Board. 


2. Every dwelling to be constructed in such subdivision shall be 
provided a lot containing not less than twenty thousand (20,- 
000) square feet and having a width of not less than one 
hundred (100) feet. 


3. The total area of “common land” within the subdivision equals 
or exceeds the sum of the area by which any individual lots are 
reduced below the minimum lot area normally required in the 
district and comprises at least 25% of the total area of the 
subdivision. 
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4, All lots are drawn so that the ratio of area in square feet to 
perimeter in feet is never less than thirty (30). 


5. The minimum width of common land between any group of lots 
and adjacent property, and between every two groups within the 
subdivision is fifty (50) feet. 


6. Not more than twenty per cent of such common land is to be 
devoted to paved areas and structures used for, or as accessory 
to, active outdoor recreation, consistent with the open space 
uses of such land. 


7. Such common land is to be either conveyed to and accepted 
by the Town of Sharon, or to a trust or non-profit corporation, 
the beneficiaries of which shall be the owners of homes within 
the subdivision. Such trust or corporation shall have as one of 
its purposes the maintenance of such land for conservation, 
recreation, water supply, or park purposes. When such unsub- 
divided land is conveyed to other than the Town of Sharon, 
the Town shall be granted an easement over it sufficient to 
ensure its perpetual maintenance as conservation, recreation, or 
park land. The future ownership of such common land, which 
may differ from parcel to parcel, shall be specified by the Board 
of Appeal as a condition of the special permit. 


8. The granting of such exception shall encourage: 


1) preservation of open space for conservation, outdoor recre- 
ation, water supply, or park purposes; 


2) better utilization of natural features of the land through a 
greater flexibility of design; 


3) more efficient provision of municipal services, and shall not 
in any way derogate from the intent of this by-law nor the 
public health, safety, or welfare of the inhabitants of the 
Town. 


Article 6. Voted unanimously: That the Board of Selectmen be and 
is authorized to abandon an easement acquired by the Town of Sharon 
by an instrument of taking dated August 6, 1964, recorded with Norfolk 
Deeds, Book 4185, Page 406, in parcels numbered 22 to 36 inclusive on 
a plan entitled “A Plan of Land in Sharon, Norfolk County, Mass.” dated 
April 24, 1963, recorded with Norfolk Deeds as plan 509-1963 Plan Book 
215 except for the land shown on two plans, both entitled “Location 
Drainage Easement in Cedar Swamp, Sharon, Mass.”, one dated Decem- 
ber 23, 1968, and the other dated May 19, 1969, both on file in the office 
of the Town Clerk, as being a strip sixty feet wide, between the side lines 
of which is the “open ditch” shown on said plans. 


Article 7. Voted: That action under Article 7 be indefinitely post- 
poned. (This article called for an exchange of land by the Town. Said 
land being off of Cottage Street, abutting land owned by the Catholic 
Church. ) 
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Article 8. Voted unanimously: That the Town raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,000 to purchase or take by eminent domain proceedings, an 
easement in the premises now or formerly owned by Harold and Beatrice 
Stone and Francis J. and Marjorie A. Markt for the purpose of constructing 
and maintaining water rains from Mountain Street to land of the Town 
on which is located the Hampton Road elevated tank. 


Article 9. Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$4,000 for the reconstruction and improvement of the sewage disposal 
systems serving the Town Office Building, Fire and Police Stations. 


Article 10. Voted: That action under Article 10 be indefinitely post- 
poned. (This article called for alterations to the Town Office Building. ) 


Article 11. Voted: That action under Article 11 be indefinitely post- 
poned. (This article called for an appropriation of money for the Police 
Department. ) 


Article 12. Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the sum of 
$3,500 to defray the added overtime charges and expenses of the Fire 
Department required by Chapter 62 of the Acts of 1969, said sum to 
supplement funds appropriated for the Fire Department under Article 5 
of the 1969 Annual Town Meeting. 


Resolution: 


The Town of Sharon, by an affirmative vote taken during a special 
Town Meeting on the night of June 30, 1969, hereby petitions the Massa- 
chusetts Great and General Court to respect the financial plight of the 
cities and towns by rejecting all legislation which would place added 
costs, directly or indirectly, on the municipalities without providing for 
local acceptance or for funding by other than local taxation.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
STANLEY RUSSELL 


As in my first report last year, I will again try to touch on those aspects 
of our educational program which are of special interest. A detailed ac- 
count of all that goes on would take up more space than we have available. 
However, close attention to reports in the local press as well as Skylark, 
can provide details through the year. Another way of keeping informed 
about our schools is attendance at School Committee meetings, PTA meet- 
ings, and Open Houses in the respective schools. 


A Change In Enrollment Patterns 


In last year’s report we noted that the total enrollment had increased 
each year by an average of 109 pupils for eight years. We expected this 
to continue, and predicted for 1969-70 an enrollment increase of 101, 
slightly less than the average, because the trend was slower in the three 
preceding years. Instead, what happened was that the total enrollment 
actually decreased this year, and instead of the 3777 students we had on 
October 1, 1968, we had 3726 on October 1, 1969. This drop of 51 stu- 
dents was mostly in the primary levels. In fact, almost all of the loss was 
in kindergarten, which dropped from 282 to 243. In other grades we can 
use the enrollment from one year to help predict the next year’s en- 
rollment in the following grade; that is, this year’s 9th grade enrollment 
is based largely on last year’s 8th. With kindergarten we can’t do this 
since these children are just entering. We don’t know their numbers until 
they register in the spring. A sudden large change in this group, therefore, 
has a dramatic effect on the total prediction. 


The intermediate and junior high levels stayed about the same, while 
the high school enrollment went up, but not as much as was expected: 
from 1071 to 1084 instead of 1132. 


The important question is whether this trend is permanent or tem- 
porary. There have been other years when enrollment dropped, only to 
come back up again a few years later, and I think this is what is happen- 
ing now. But we know the high school enrollment will continue to rise 
next year because we know the number of students in the grades below. 
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Therefore we can say that we have a breathing spell as far as space 
needs below the high school are concerned. A year from now we will 
know more clearly how to plan for the lower levels. But at the high school 
we need special spaces to improve our educational program right now. 
This need will increase as the high school enrollment moves up. Since 
the other levels are slowing down, at least temporarily, I hope we will be 
able to move ahead in providing the space we need at the high school. 


Staff Changes 


Altogether 36 professionals joined our staff for the 1969-70 school year. 
Three vacancies were created by the retirement of well-known senior 
teachers: Mrs. Beatrice Kitchen, who had served as Director of Special 
Services; Mrs. Evelyn Pearl, who had been a Speech and Hearing Spe- 
cialist, and Mrs. Mildred M. Erickson, level D teacher at the Cottage 
Street School. Together these three ladies had a total of 93 years of 
service in education! They have earned their retirements honorably. 


In addition, we added eight new positions (although we had originally 
planned on nine). Two teachers were added to the high school to reduce 
class loads; two new sixth level teachers were needed for the same reason; 
and at the junior high we added one guidance counselor and two teachers. 


The remaining new faces on the staff replaced teachers who, for various 
reasons, did not return. Most of these either left the Boston area, or left 
to raise their families. 


In administrative positions we have new principals replacing two well- 
known and highly regarded men who have left the principalship for edu- 
cational work at higher levels. James Dowd, for eleven years the guiding 
figure at Sharon High School, left in the summer of 1969, and Terence 
Crowley, who was head of the Cottage Street School for five years, left in 


October, 1969. 


Sharon High School’s new principal is Richard D. Stevenson who was 
appointed by the School Committee after a lengthy search. Mr. Stevenson 
came to us from Canyon High School, Saugus, Calif. He had previously 
been in schools in Swampscott and Chelmsford in administrative and 
teaching positions. 


At the Cottage Street School, Joseph R. Bruno took over the helm in 
December, 1969. Mr. Bruno, a resident of Medfield, had been assistant 
principal, head teacher, and teacher in several schools in Newton. 


In filling both of these positions, we tried for the first time to bring 
teachers into active roles in the selection process. A committee of teachers 
in each school elected by their colleagues, took part in interviews with 
candidates. The final selection, of course, was made by the School Com- 
mittee, but the teachers’ committees in each case recommended the final- 
ists. The teachers and candidates had ample opportunity to take each 
other’s measure, as it were, and lay the foundation for a good working 
relationship. Judging by the quality of the two men selected, and the 
morale in each of these schools as they accepted a new leader, I am con- 
vinced that this has been a very successful innovation, and that we will 
continue the general pattern for future appointments. 
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There were changes on the School Committee also. Karl A. Gelpke, who 
was Chairman from March, 1968, to March, 1969, did not seek a second 
term. His seat was won by Stephen E. Clark. Mrs. Margaret Arbuckle, 
who was Chairman 1967-68 resigned from the Committee on August 31, 
after 714 years of service, and Edward Berger was appointed by the 
School Committee and Selectmen to serve until next Town Election. 


Contract Negotiations 


This year saw the appearance of the first negotiated agreement be- 
tween the School Committee and the custodial staff. The Sharon School 
Custodians became affiliated with the American Federation of State, 
County, and Municipal Employees (AFL-CIO) and as a result of col- 
lective bargaining signed a two-year contract in July retroactive to April 1, 
1969. This agreement establishes current wage rates, provides for an 
increase in wages in 1970, and defines working conditions in the job 
categories that are included. 


Negotiations with the Sharon Teachers Association during the winter 
and spring of 1968-69 were concerned with salaries, sick leave, and extra- 
curricular compensation. The assistance of a Fact-finder brought about 
mutual agreement in May for changes effective September 1, 1969 to 
June 30, 1970. 

The School Committee did not employ a professional negotiator in 
this instance, as it had the year before, but did its own negotiating. 
However it did employ a consultant after fact-finding was instituted. The 
difficult task of leading the School Committee negotiating efforts was 
very capably carried out by Mr. Earle Leavitt. 


Negotiations on a new full contract for the period July 1, 1970, to 
June 30, 1972, began in September 1969, and are under way at this writ- 


ing. 
Federal and State Funds 


Once again the Town of Sharon has applied for and received significant 
sums of money from State and Federal sources as reimbursement for 
certain aspects of the educational program. The State’s Chapter 70 funds 
again provided the largest amount, $469,838.78 as general school aid. 
Reimbursement from costs of bussing children was another large item, 
$72,628.27, and following it was money received to defray costs of 
certain children requiring special education programs, $31,679. The other 
large payment from State funds is $20,887.30 under Chapter 506, to 
cover costs incurred by Sharon in accepting 50 black children from Bos- 
ton under the METCO program. 


The largest amount of Federal money comes under the so-called ‘“Fed- 
erally Impacted Districts” legislation (Title I of P.L. 874) and amounts 
to $19,115. This money and the Chapter 506 money from the State go 
into special revolving accounts, as does money received under the National 
Defense Education Act (Title III & V of P.L. 85-864), and may be ex- 
pended by the School Committee as needed or turned over to the Town. 
All other revenue received by, or on behalf of, the schools goes directly 
into the Town’s Excess and Deficiency account.

In comparing revenue received in 1969 with revenue received in 1968, 
the most interesting observation is that the amount received from the 
State under Chapter 70 went down from $496,011.28 to $469,838.78, 
despite the fact that school enrollment was higher and the school budget 
was higher. Each year the State calculates the so-called Entitlement sum 
which Sharon is supposed to receive as reimbursement for school costs. 
However, the actual amount which the State pays is only a portion of the 
Entitlement amount. In 1968 the Entitlement figure was larger than 1969, 
and in addition the State paid 70% of Entitlement, compared with only 
65% of Entitlement in 1969. In other words, Sharon received a smaller 
percentage of a smaller Entitlement in 1969 as reimbursement under 
Ghapter 70. 


Other revenue items changed less drastically. Transportation reimburse- 
ment went up since it is linked directly to expenditures. The Impacted 
Area (PL 874) reimbursement went down from about $49,000 to 
$19,000. This was because in the 1968 fiscal year were included some 
receipts due from 1967. 


The Chapter 506 receipts show a considerable increase for 1969 be- 
cause of the increased funding of this program by the State, while the 
Newton METCO funding is less because that was Federal money which 
has been phased out. 


The total revenue from Federal, State and Local Sources for 1969 
increased by about $7,400. This was not enough to offset the increase in 
gross costs of schools which was about $370,000. Consequently the net cost 
of Schools to the Town is considerably higher for 1969 than for 1968. 


It seems to me that the State reimbursement procedures are seriously 
deficient in failing to keep step with changing gross costs to the local 
systems, and this should be remedied. Another glaring problem is that 
there is no way for Towns to know at budget time what percentage of 
Entitlement will be forthcoming. 


Middle School-Secondary School Building Committee 


The school administration and School Committee have worked very 
closely with this Committee which was established by vote of the 1969 
Town Meeting at the request of the School Building Expansion Com- 
mittee. Charged with determining the extent and kind of school additions 
needed, the Middle School-Secondary School Building Committee has 
been at work on its task since May, 1969, and will make recommenda- 
tions for school expansion at the 1970 Annual Town Meeting. 


School Building Expansion Committee 


This Committee has been quiescent since the last Town Meeting, in 
view of the appointment of the previously mentioned committee. The 
Expansion Committee met in October, 1969, to review latest enrollment 
figures, and will be watching future enrollment trends in order to decide 
when further work is required. 
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Human Adjustment Program 


The Family Living Task Force presented to the School Committee in 
the spring of 1969 a series of recommendations for curriculum develop- 
ment in the areas of sex education, drug abuse, alcohol and smoking. 
These were reviewed by the Human Adjustment Advisory Committee, a 
group composed of the following citizens, teachers, 4nd school officials:

The Advisory Council endorsed the idea of a Human Adjustment Pro- 
gram in the Sharon schools. It recommended the acceptance of guidelines 
which the Task Force had developed for various levels, and that a parental 
information program be instituted before any programs in these fields are 
implemented. 


The School Committee accepted the recommendations of the Task 
Force and the Advisory Council, and the first phase of curriculum de- 
velopment was designed for the high school level by Mr. Frank James, 
teacher at the high school and member of the Task Force. He developed 
plans for two seminars, one on “Human Sexuality” the other on “Use 
and Abuse of Drugs.” Several open meetings of the Advisory Council 
were held to discuss the proposed program and to view samples of audio- 
visual materials involved. The response of the Advisory Council and 
those interested citizens who attended was entirely favorable. A large 
meeting of high school parents was also held to discuss the program, and 
again the response was entirely favorable. The two seminars began shortly 
after the school year got under way. They are offered on a voluntary 
basis to students in grades 10, 11, and 12, and meet once a week for 
about 18 sessions. Parents of students in the seminars are invited to 
evening meetings with Mr. James from time to time to improve their 
understanding of what the students are experiencing. The program will 
be carefully evaluated through the year to determine future action. The 
reports mentioned above, and the course outline have been made available 
to citizens who are interested. 


Non-Professionals In the Schools 


This year we began to use non-professional people in the schools as 
replacements for teachers in playground supervision, cafeteria duty, and 
study hall duty. These assignments do not require skills for which teachers 
are trained, and therefore the Agreement between the School Committee 
and the Sharon Teachers Association relieved teachers of these duties. 
We were pleased with the developments in several ways. First, we found 
in this community that there is a good supply of people who want to 
help in the schools. They are of the caliber we wanted, including several 
with college degrees. We also found that the training program which

Assistant Superintendent Edward W. Koskella formulated whetted their 
appetites and they are anxious for more training and more responsibility. 
Besides the assignments mentioned above, they are becoming involved 
in other ways, sometimes working with individual students, sometimes 
with small groups (under the supervision of a teacher), sometimes help- 
ing with paper work of various sorts. Each primary school has four aides 
who work three hours daily, while the intermediate and junior high each 
have two aides who work six hours daily, and the high school has four 
aides who each work from three and one-half to six hours daily. School 
aides can make the teacher a more effective person by freeing him or 
her from non-teaching duties and by providing additional help for pupils, 
and the School Committee feels that this is already happening as a result 
of our first year experience with school aides. 


Increased Involvement of Teachers 


I have described the involvement of teachers in the selection of two 
new principals. In other ways, too, they have participated more fully in 
helping our schools to be effective. Several joint committees of teachers 
and administrators tackled very important areas needing study. The Joznt 
Committee on Teacher Evaluation did an exhaustive study of methods 
of evaluating teacher performance. Their recommendations for procedures 
were adopted by the School Committee. They approached the problem 
with the basic purpose of ensuring “. . . as much as possible the maxt- 
mum educational development of each child . . .” Obviously this depends 
upon the way teachers perform their duties, and evaluation of their per- 
formance is a first step to improving it. 


Another committee studied the question of optimum ciass size. Rather 
than try to specify a given number of students per class as being best, 
the committee wisely chose to speak in terms of a range of from 22 - 27 
(at the elementary level), with exceptions if necessary on a temporary 
basis. For the junior and senior high class size ranges and limits varied 
according to subject, ability levels, and pupil capacity in shops and other 
special areas. 


Another joint committee meets regularly to examine requests from 
teachers for credit on the salary schedule for courses they have taken in 
colleges, universities, the Norfolk County Teachers Association, and 
various in-service programs. If the committee agrees that the studies are 
equivalent to graduate level courses and/or are relevant to the teacher’s 
professional growth, credit is granted. In this way teachers are being 
encouraged to continue their own education for the good of the system. 


There are other committees in individual buildings such as the Cur- 
riculum Analysis Committee and the Faculty Senate at the high school. 
Another one that crosses building lines is the Teacher Workshop Com- 
mittee which plans the in-service workshops held every other month for 
all Sharon teachers. We can’t mention them all but we can recognize 
the value received from involving teachers in professional responsibilities 
that do not involve administrative authority. 
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Financing Education 


Like Mark Twain’s comment about the weather, the cost of educa- 
tion is something everybody seems to talk about, but no one does any- 
thing about. That isn’t really true, of course, but as costs continue to rise 
it seems to be the case. We have to face up to the fact that costs must 
continue to rise in our inflationary economy, in education, as in other mat- 
ters. We cannot buy pencils and paper, textbooks and chalk, or floor 
wax and paint for what we used to pay. Nor can we employ teachers, 
custodians, secretaries and nurses at last year’s salaries. And other services 
like transportation, telephones, heat and light, cost more all the time. But 
we are aware of it more in education, and for a very simple reason: most 
of the money that runs our educational systems must be raised from local 
real estate taxes. This means that the burden falls hard on this single source 
of revenue. Therefore even people who are most convinced of the ab- 
solute importance of good education are going to wonder how long this 
can go on, and whether there is any relief in sight. 


Property taxes were once the most productive source of revenue, provid- 
ing, in 1902, 51 per cent of total state, federal and local collections, and 
82 per cent of state and local collections. But now the property tax yield 
is down to 14.9 per cent of all tax revenue, and 43 per cent of state and 
local tax revenue. It is still the most impcrtant source of local revenue, 
82 percent. In other words additional sources of revenue are now available 
at state and federal sources but at the local source the property tax is the 
mainstay. None of the additional sources are available therefore, for meet- 
ing the costs of education, nor will they be as long as we depend on local 
sources to finance education. 


But we can no longer expect this single source to carry the burdon 
alone. The real estate tax is insufficient to do the job already, and as we 
look ahead the situation will become more desperate. The choice will be 
between confiscatory tax rates and under-financed education. 


The solution lies in bringing more state and federal money into the 
support of public schools. Nationally the local governments provide 52 
per cent, the state governments 41 per cent, and the federal government 
only 7 per cent. In Massachusetts the state provides less than 25 per cent 
on the average. 


Two suggestions have been made recently to change this situation. 
In Michigan last year the governor recommended that the state pay the 
full cost in each district while leaving control of the schools in local hands. 
This idea has been picked up in other parts of the country. 


Most recently the Massachusetts Commissioner of Education Dr. Neil 
V. Sullivan proposed that the state share be raised to one-third, with the 
federal and local shares being one-third each also. This would bring into 
the picture tax revenue from the many other sources available to the state 
and federal governments, and ease the burden which is now solely on 
real estate taxes. 


I can’t say whether either of these suggestions can be implemented in 
its present form. But both are pointing in the direction we must move. 
In our highly mobile society education is not a local affair. As families 
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move about their children will experience education of different sorts 
depending on the level of expenditure in each community. The nation 
cannot afford such haphazard arrangements for the children on whom our 
future depends. I believe that every possible effort must be made begin- 
ning now to bring more state and federal money into the support of 
local school districts.

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SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL VOCATIONAL- 
TECHNICAL SCHOOL 


ALLAN B. TEMPLE, Sharon Representative 


The year 1969 saw the Southeastern Regional School District grow to 
near capacity as far as use of the existing facilities is concerned. With the 
existing facilities operating at this level, many candidates for admission 
to either the secondary or post-secondary programs will no longer have 
the opportunity to participate in this kind of education. Municipalities 
served by the regional school include the city of Brockton and the towns 
of Stoughton, Sharon, Foxborough, Mansfield, Norton, Easton, West 
Bridgewater and East Bridgewater. 


As of October 1, 1969, the student enrollment had grown to 936, of 
which 723 are in the Secondary or High School Level Programs and 213 
are in the Post-Secondary or Technical Institute Programs. Changes have 
been made in the interests of good administration: Mr. Ralph G. Bumpus 
is Administrator of Secondary Education and Mr. Joseph Barbero is Ad- 
ministrator of Post-Secondary Education. This arrangement allows the 
High School and the Technical Institute to operate more efficiently with 
separate administrative leaders, reporting directly to Mr. Donald Graves, 
the Superintendent. 


Sharon is sending 45 students to the school during the current year, 
of which 35 are enrolled in the Vocational High School and 10 in ‘the 
Technical Institute. This represents 4.8% of the student body, which is 
still considerably below the 8.3% quota determined for the town in 1964 
based on its proportion of school enrollment to that of the region when 
it was formed. While this is slightly greater than the 36 students, or 4.6%, 
enrolled a year ago, the town is utilizing only 58% of its proportionate 
and desirable share. 


In June, approximately 50 High School students graduated. These pri- 
marily were students who had come from Brockton when the Brockton 
Trade School was absorbed by our School District. Within the next year 
or so, our graduating class will reach its maximum for the present facility, 
which will be approximately 150 to 175 High School students. 


Approximately 70 Technical Institute students graduated in June; about 
two-thirds of these were in the Health Occupations and the remaining 
one-third were from our two-year Technical courses. The Licensed Prac- 
tical Nurse Course and the Dental Assisting Course graduated approx- 
imately 50 students in late October. 


Our computer facility, while being used as a training tool, has also 
started to receive some use as a service unit. The report cards for the 
District High School are being prepared by the computer and additional 
Operations are expected to be done in the future. Under long-range study 
at the present time is the utilization of the computer by the public school 
systems in the region and later by the municipalities when compatible 
programs can be determined and developed. 


One of the unique things about the Regional School District is the 
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amount of building that the students can do as part of their regular 
instructional program. All those who have visited the school facilities are 
aware of the great amount of equipment, etc., which has been built by 
the students. During this year, the students and their teachers attempted 
a very ambitious program, but one which was made necessary by the 
rapid growth of our student body. This involves the building of a rather 
large plumbing shop and classroom facility. The training of some students 
has been put to good practical use in providing a building which other 
students can use. 


As the School District met greater demands in terms of students and 
employees, it became apparent that office space was at a premium. Again, 
the ability of the students to build first-class construction units, as part of 
their training, was brought into play. We constructed a prefabricated 
office, small in size but very complete and at a minimal cost, and erected 
this close to one of the outside doors of our building. This building has 
been functioning as our financial office for several months now. 


The athletic program in the District continues to expand. This year 
saw us put forth a varsity football team for the first time, entering a newly 
formed Mayflower League that has become active in the Southeastern part 
of the state. Steps were taken to initiate a hockey team, which will play 
in the South Shore Hockey League. Varsity teams have been developed in 
several other sports and our cross-country team had an unbeaten season. 


Several Adult Programs, funded by the Federal Government, have been 
offered during this year and adults have been graduated in courses such as 
Dental Assistant, Hotel and Restaurant Cook, Production Machine Op- 
erator, Clerk-Typist and Licensed Practical Nurse Training. These pro- 
grams range in length from 16 weeks to 15 months. 


An innovation this year was the offering of a summer program in 
Mathematics and Physics for those candidates for our Technical Institute 
who needed some additional work in these academic areas for participation 
in our program. The summer courses were self-supporting. Another new 
program in which the School District became involved is Driver Educa- 
tion. With the large number of students, it is now essential that a Driver 
Education Program be operating and we have had one working through 
the summer months, as well as the school months. 


The American Vocational Association is a national organization of 
vocational educators. The Association’s annual convention was held in 
Boston late this year. Mr. Graves was co-chairman of the convention, and 
many of the staff of Southeastern served with him. Approximately 7,000 
registrants participated in the convention. A picture of the Southeastern 
Regional School was on the cover of the October issue of the Association’s 
monthly magazine. 


The most important event which occurred in Vocational-Technical 
Education at the state level was the passage of a bill which created a Di- 
vision of Occupational Education within the State Department of Edu- 
cation. This bill signed by the Governor near the close of the Legislative 
session and a long time staunch supporter, Mr. Walter J. Markham, was 
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appointed to the position of Associate Commissioner of Occupational 
Education for the State of Massachusetts. This bill will have far-reaching 
effects in recognition of Vocational-Technical Education throughout the 
Commonwealth. 


Those of us who are directly involved in the School District are fully 
aware of the important part which Vocational-Technical Education will 
play in the future growth of America’s educational system. We sincerely 
hope that Southeastern will continue to be a vital part of the change 
which is taking place.

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SCHOOL BUILDING EXPANSION COMMITTEE

At the 1969 Annual Town Meeting, this Committee recommended the 
appointment of a Middle School-Secondary School Building Committee 
for the stated purpose of determining the extent of expansion and/or 
alteration of the Junior High and Senior High Schools. 


The Expansion Committee’s studies during 1968 led it to the conclu- 
sion that the appointment of this building committee was essential as 
any improvement in the educational program at the High School would 
require additional facilities. Potential crowded conditions in certain other 
schools and the possibility of including all Sth, 6th, 7th, and 8th grades 
in one building also had to be considered. 


It was also recommended that the Building Committee be empowered 
to engage architectural services and to prepare the necessary working plans 
and specifications for whatever expansion or alterations were decided 
upon in its deliberations. These recommendations were approved by the 
Town Meeting and the Building Committee was subsequently appointed. 


Inasmuch as the Expansion Committee’s responsibilities are primarily 
involved with long-range planning and projections, no further action, on 
its part, seemed to be necessary until after enrollment figures were in 
following the opening of school in the fall. 


When these figures were available, the Committee reviewed its estimates 
for the year in comparison with actual enrollments. It was determined 
that there was an over-all decrease in the number of those in attendance 
compared with the previous year and that the number was less than that 
projected. This information was conveyed to the Building Committee to 
assist them in their deliberations. 


The Expansion Committee agreed that a variation in the figures for 
only one year was not sufficient to warrant making any definite changes in 
the recommendations made by it earlier in the year. It felt that it would 
be in a much better position to decide whether or not there was any 
change in the trends of past years, after it had the opportunity to see the 
results of the annual census to be taken in early 1970. Obviously, it would 
be unwise to make any radical changes based only on one set of figures 
which might prove to be a definite exception to an established trend. 


In addition, the Committee has kept itself informed of potential changes 
in the Town’s growth and composition through its established liaison 
with the Selectmen, the Planning Board, and the Warrant Committee.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 
Mrs. PATRICIA ISEMAN, Managing Librarian 


Progress is defined by dictionaries in various ways but all have the 
mood of forward progression. Idealistically, I would like to report this 
forward movement as characteristic of the year, but reality dictates other- 
wise. 


The loss of two conscientious, experienced library workers, Mrs. Mary 
Chase and Mrs. Christine Smith, created a void of enormous proportions 
in the smooth flow of library work. It will require at least two years to 
train replacements to the level of competence and in the multiplicity of 
duties performed so capably by these former employees. 


One reason for these resignations was the personnel structure of the 
library which adequately compensates the “professional” staff, but requires 
“clerical” employees to be initially hired below the beginning level of other 
“clerical” town employees and to progress only to the level of junior clerk, 
irrespective of the duties assigned, often including work of a “professional” 
nature as defined in public libraries across the nation. Happily, the Person- 
nel Board has undertaken a reclassification program which should provide 
recognition of services performed by the dedicated employees who remain 
on the staff. 


An innovation, funded at State level, was the first appearance in Sharon 
on January 23 of the Eastern Regional Bookmobile. Staff members of the 
Sharon Library visit the Bookmobile which comes monthly and select 
books and records for loan to Sharon residents. This service has added 
about 1500 books and records to our collections available for circulation 
including large-print books we make available to the Sharon Rest Home 
at their request. 


Another innovation in 1969 was on February 5, 1969 when members 
of the Junior Fortnightly Club met in the Children’s Library and painted 
the small tables and chairs as a community service project. These amateur 
artisans did an excellent job which was badly needed. 


The loss of Trustee Donna Johnson signalled the end of many hours of 
dedicated volunteer work which she did herself and which was offered 
from others due to her dynamic leadership. The junior and senior Friends 
have become inactive since Mrs. Johnson’s departure in August. 


The pre-school Story Hour continues successfully due to the inspiring 
volunteer efforts of Mrs. Paul Barber and Mrs. Stephen Marcotte. Mrs. 
Barber also conducted a Summer Story Hour for 4th, Sth, and 6th graders, 
which was very well received. The Summer Reading Club of the Junior 
Library enjoyed its usual success with hundreds of Sharon children of 
Grades 1-6 participating. 
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The Historical Collection, crowded into a corner of the Junior Library, 
continues as a source of interest to both old and new residents of Sharon. 
It is badly in need of many hours of cataloging and rearrangement of 
valuable items for greater use and availability. 

The Sharon Creative Arts Association offered displays of art from its 
members which have been enjoyed by visitors to the Adult Library since 
June, 1969. The Fortnightly Club continues its excellent support of the 
library with donations of money for books, with the American Heritage 
Group providing additional funds to continue purchase of recordings for 
the Junior Library. 

My resignation has been recorded elsewhere. In leaving I would like 
to congratulate the townspeople of Sharon for their interest and support 
of the library. This factor is the greatest single influence in development 
of an excellent public library.

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REPORT OF THE STATE AUDITOR 


Mr. Arthur H. MacKinnon 
Director of Accounts 
Department of Corporations and Taxation 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and accounts 
of the Town of Sharon for the period from January 1, 1967, the date of 
the previous examination, to January 18, 1969, and submit the following 
report thereon: 


An examination and verification was made of the financial transactions 
as recorded on the books of the several departments receiving or dis- 
bursing money for the town or committing bills for collection. 


The town accountant’s ledger was analyzed, the receipts being checked 
with the treasurer’s cash book, while the payments were compared with 
the warrants authorizing them and with the treasurer’s records of pay- 
ments. The appropriation accounts and loan authorizations were checked 
with the town clerk’s records of town meeting proceedings and the re- 
corded transfers from the reserve fund were compared with the warrant 
committee’s authorizations. The necessary adjusting entries resulting from 
the audit were made, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, 
was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on December 


31, 1968. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials required to file them for 
the faithful performance of their duties were examined and found to be 
in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer, were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and compared 
with the records in the several departments in which charges originated 
or in which cash was collected for the town, and with other sources from 
which money was paid into the town treasury, while the payments were 
compared with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the treasurer to dis- 
burse town funds. 


The cash book additions were verified, and the cash balance on Jan- 
uary 18, 1969 was proved by actual count of the cash in the office, and 
by reconciliation of the bank balances with statements certified by the 
banks of deposit. 


The payments of maturing debt and interest were proved with the 
amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities and coupons on 
file. The outstanding bonds and coupons were listed and reconciled with 
the balances in the bond and coupon accounts as certified by the banks 
of deposit. 


The securities and savings bank books representing the investments of 
the trust and investment funds were examined and listed, the income 
being proved and all transactions and balances being verified. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the town were 
examined and checked. The transfers to the tax title account were com- 
pared with the tax collector’s records, the redemptions were checked with 
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the treasurer’s recorded receipts, and the tax titles and tax possessions on 
hand were listed, reconciled with the controlling accounts in the general 
ledger, and checked with the records at the Registry of Deeds. 


The deductions from employees’ salaries and wages for Federal and 
State taxes, group insurance, Blue Cross and Blue Shield, the county re- 
tirement system, teachers’ association dues and annuities, and United Fund 
were examined, checked and reconciled with the respective controls in 
the town accountant’s general ledger. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined and 
checked in detail. The tax, excise, assessment, departmental, and water 
accounts outstanding according to the previous examination, as well as 
all subsequent commitment lists, were audited and compared with the 
warrants issued for their collection. The payments to the treasurer were 
verified, the recorded abatements were checked with the records in the 
assessors’ and other departments authorized to grant such credits, the tax 
title transfers were verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and 
proved. 


Further verification of the outstanding tax, excise, assessment, depart- 
mental, and water accounts was made by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to the Town, 
and from the replies received thereto it appears that the accounts, as 
listed, are correct. 


The records of guarantee deposits of the selectmen and planning board 
were examined. The expenditures were checked and the deposits on hand 
were listed and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The records of the deferred and suspended revenue accounts were ex- 
amined. The payments in advance were checked, the amounts due and 
added to taxes were verified, and the apportionments due in future years 
were listed and proved with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The town clerk’s accounts pertaining to dog and sporting licenses issued 
and to the collection of miscellaneous fees were examined and checked. 
The recorded payments to the treasurer were verified, and the cash on 
hand was proved by actual cash count. 


The records of receipts of the board of selectmen and the sealer of 
weights and measures, and of the police, building, health, school, library, 
and park departments, as well as of all other departments collecting 
money for the town or committing bills for collection, were examined 
and checked, the recorded collections being compared with the treasurer’s 
receipts. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to this report tables 
showing reconciliations of the several cash accounts, summaries of the 
tax, excise, tax title, tax possession, departmental and water accounts, 
as well as schedules showing the condition and transactions of the trust 
and investment funds. 

For the cooperation extended by the several town officials during the 


progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to 
express appreciation.

REPORT OF PERSONNEL BOARD

During the past year, the Personnel Board has undertaken several com- 
prehensive projects. A complete job evaluation program of every clerical 
position was conducted and job descriptions were prepared. We met with 
department heads and studied every clerical position for the purpose of 
re-evaluating each position, established a current job classification, and 
determined qualifications of each position. By conducting the evaluation 
project instead of hiring a consulting firm, we were able to gain a more 
complete understanding of each position and effected savings by not us- 
ing an outside agency to do the project. The direct exposure to the po- 
sitions and the meetings with department heads was invaluable. In prepa- 
ration for collective bargaining and to be in a position to relate wage and 
fringe benefits of town employees, we sent out questionnaires to fifteen 
surrounding cities and towns and collected substantial data. This informa- 
tion was not available to us previously and has proved valuable during 
collective bargaining sessions with the Sharon Police League, Local 1880 
IAAF Sharon Fire Fighters, and in our efforts to arrive at a wage and 
benefit structure fair to the employees and the taxpayers of the Town. 


We have also reviewed the Personnel By-Laws and will recommend 
several changes for adoption at the Town Meeting. 


The work load has been very heavy and because of the complexity of 
personnel matters, it is the opinion of this Board that the Board can func- 
tion most effectively if staffed by. professional personnel managers and 
residents of the Town who are in the personnel field. It is the hope of 
the Board that they will volunteer their services to the Board to serve 
the Town.

The newly founded Recreation Department, just completing its first 
full year of service, offers a comprehensive recreation program to all the 
residents of Sharon. By utilizing the facilities at the Communty Center, at 
the Public Schools, at the Sharon Public Beaches, at Camp Wonderland, 
at the Attleboro YMCA, at the Dr. Walter A. Griffin Playground, and the 
Playground at the East Elementary School, the Recreation Department has 
attempted to meet the needs of all residents by offering programs in 
tennis, gymnastics, basketball, golf, swimming, etc. 


Using the Community Center as a nucleus of our operation, we found 
that through the year the use of the facility by residents of the Town 
made it mandatory to carry out certain projects to increase its effective- 
ness and improve its appearance — i.e., painting the exterior trim, paint- 
ing lines in the parking lot, refinishing the Dining Room floor, purchas- 
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ing portable staging and other equipment for various programs. Realiz- 
ing the need for small meeting rooms, a wing of the second floor was 
opened to be used for Recreation Department programs or by organiza- 
tions wishing to utilize the facility. 


The Fourth of July Celebration found the Recreation Department ac- 
tively engaged in the local festivities by sponsoring a Square Dance and 
Teen Dance held at the Community Center, a boat race, and other water- 
front events at the main beach — and eleven entries in the parade. 


One of the finest celebrations of Halloween was held this year at the 
Community Center with approximately 800 teenagers enjoying music and 
refreshments that were provided. The adult chaperones present left with a 
feeling of pride in the exemplary behavior of the teens who participated 
in this event. 


The Recreation Committee would like to again thank all who have 
volunteered in our many programs and asks for the continued support 
of the Town. The Committee, in fulfilling its commitment to the Com- 
munity, is constantly re-evaluating programs and facilities. The coming 
year, 1970, will find the Committee attempting to establish a satellite 
playground program in the Heights area; studying possible playground 
sites which will be necessary in the future; broadening the programs to 
reach more people, and improving the quality of offered programs to 
increase participation. 


SHARON RECREATION DEPARTMENT REPORT 


DAVID CLIFTON, Director 


With great pleasure, I submit to you a report of a first full year of 
activities for the Sharon Recreation Department. The year 1969 can indeed 
be considered a “Recreation Year” for the Town of Sharon due to the 
tremendous participation and support by the townspeople. Approximately 
3,500 were involved in the fall and winter program and 2,500 in the 
summer program. Sharon’s awareness of its Recreation Department grew 
by leaps and bounds as more and more people became involved in new 
programs designed to meet the many interests. 


The highlight of the year was the utilization for recreation purposes of 
the new Sharon Community Center overlooking Lake Massapoag. Over 
27 organizations met at the Community Center during the course of the 
year and some 45 different recreation programs are taking place now dur- 
ing the fall and winter season. Many other programs also revolve around 
the Community Center during the summer months. 


In the paragraphs that follow, I have provided a narrative report of 
the various programs and activities conducted in the year 1969. 


The 1969 Summer Recreation Program, the first one run by the new 
Recreation Department, began on June 30 and ended on August 29. The 
program consisted of many activities for all ages involving over 2,500 
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people in the community. Registration was held at the new Community 
Center three weeks prior to the opening of the program. 


The Recreation Department assumed the responsibility of the play- 
ground program, gymnastics, tennis, and the swimming program, which 
had been run by the Sharon Civic Foundation in the past, and added 
separate programs in golf, basketball, special events, arts & crafts, teenage 
programs, and various adult activities. 

The sailing program, a popular program, is still sponsored by the 
Sharon Civic Foundation, and is held at the Community Center Beach and 
involves approximately 100 youngsters. 


The following is a very brief summary of some of the Summer Pro- 
grams sponsored by the Recreation Department: 


Gymnastics 


Our Gymnastics Program was held June 30 to August 22 at the High 
School Gym, Monday-Friday from 9:30-11:30 a.m. for boys and girls 
ages 9-15. Gary Hall did a fine job with this program of teaching the 
many skills of gymnastics. 


Golf 


Golf Pro Jim Jones taught the fundamentals of golf at the East Ele- 
mentary School Playground on four consecutive Mondays in July from 
9-11 a.m. Approximately 75 boys and girls ages 9-15 signed up for this 
exciting and new program. 


Special Events 


A new Special Event Program was held once a week at the Playground 
for all boys and girls. This Program proved to be one of our most popular 
and included trips, games, shows, and tours. 


Playgrounds 


The Playground Program was held at the Dr. Walter A. Griffin Play- 
ground and the East Elementary School Playground, the latter a new 
playground this year. The program was held Monday-Friday from 9-4. 
This eight-week program began on June 30 and ended on August 22. 
Over 800 youngsters became involved in the Playground Program during 
the course of the summer. Some of the programs taking place during the 
week were weinie roasts on Thursdays; special events on Fridays; archery, 
softball, movies on Wednesdays; baseball, horseshoes, apparatus play, 
trips, tether ball, games, track, volleyball, dodgeball, and many, many more 
activities. The Playground programs were supervised by Gary Hall and 
instructors Bonita Shuffain, Mitch Margolis, Fran Taylor, Richard Freed- 
man, and several Junior Leaders. 


Swimming Lessons 

The Recreation Department provided instruction for over 700 young- 
sters at Lake Massapoag from 9-1. Qualified Water Safety Instructors, 
under the leadership of Waterfront Supervisor Jerry Gravel, taught the 
American National Red Cross training for three separate sessions begin- 
ning on June 30 and ending on August 29. Instruction was also pro- 
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vided to 25 adults in several different evening classes. Junior Lifesaving 
and Senior Lifesaving Classes were also held. All lessons were taught at 
the Main Beach (Memorial Park Beach) docks. 


Arts & Crafts 

The Arts & Crafts Program began on June 30 and ended on August 29 
under the able leadership of Sandra McIntyre and Nancy Oringer. This 
program was held in three separate sessions Mondays-Thursdays from 
9-11:30 a.m. An average of 60 per session worked with clay, gimp, foam, 
beads, leather, plaster of paris, and many other materials. A total of 183 
participated in this program. 


Tennis 


Bob Austin led the Tennis Program which was held at the Junior and 
Senior High School Tennis Courts. Approximately 200 Sharon youngsters 
signed up for this. Tennis lessons were held in three separate sessions 
from 9:30-11:30 a.m. on different days of the week. Many adults also took 
advantage of this fine program. It is hoped that lights will be made avail- 
able at the Courts for night tennis. 


Basketball 


Two Recreation Basketball Leagues and a Basketball Clinic were held 
at the Sharon High School Gym. These programs were supervised by 
Sharon High Basketball Coach Dud Davenport who had about 150 boys 
involved. The Pro League consisted of all boys in High School or gradu- 
ates of High School. The College League consisted of all Junior High 
School boys, while the Basketball Clinic was for all Elementary boys. 
All-Star Teams were chosen to compete against other towns. 


Adult Programs 


Adult programs were held in Swimming, Tennis, Softball, Chess, and 
Women’s Exercise. 


Teen Programs 


A separate Teenage Program, sponsored by the Sharon Recreation Teen 
Council, began this summer. The Program included movies, dances every 
Saturday night, splash parties, special events, trips, and Youth Center 
activities. One of the most popular, besides the dances, was the trip to 
Lincoln Park; the teenagers went four times. 


Women’s Exercise 

Instructors Ruth Murray and Mary Dolph led the ladies in Women’s 
Exercises every morning, Monday through Friday, during the summer 
months from 9-10:30 a.m. at the Community Center. There were approx- 
imately 25 ladies taking part in this program on a daily basis. 


Many thanks to John Hogan, Al Nelson, Joe Murphy, Lloyd Danforth, 
John Marshall, The Sharon Fish & Game Club, and the Massapoag Sports- 
men’s Club for sponsoring a Fishing Derby on April 26, 1969. An even 
bigger Fishing Derby is planned for the first Saturday in May, 1970.

Although the Commission cannot report the location of new industry 
in Sharon in 1969, it still has been an active year. We have investigated 
many inquiries and proposals and maintained previous contacts. Many 
inquiring industries did not meet our light industrial by-law requirement, 
which we feel is a good one, and therefore could not be encouraged to 
come to Sharon. As always, we continue to work with our established indus- 
tries in assisting them with any problems they may have. It is interesting 
to note that several items produced by Metal Bellows went to the moon 
in 1969. 

A meeting was held with the landowners of undeveloped land on 
Route 1 in the industrial area to discuss any plans they may have and 
we offered our assistance to them. 


We attended a meeting with the Selectmen and Planning Board re- 
garding the updating of the Town’s master plan. 


A change in the gravel by-law in the industrial zone was requested by 
the Commission and it was approved at the Special Town Meeting held 
in June. This change was desirable because it enables the industrial devel- 
oper to make his land more attractive and saleable to a prospective in- 
dustry. 


The Commission’s annual dinner meeting was held in December, 1969. 
This meeting brought together Town officials, Town boards, landowners, 
developers, businesses, real estate agents and the League of Women Voters. 
The speakers this year were Representative Robert Aronson and Roger 
Jewett of the Massachusetts Department of Commerce. These dinner 
meetings have always proved to be interesting and informative and an 
excellent sounding board for exchanging ideas and opinions. 


Three members of the Commission, Bernard J. Delman, Peter R. Ba- 
garella and Frank V. Cross, attended the Industrial Development Seminar 
sponsored by the Massachusetts Industrial Development Commission held 
at Stonehill College in Easton. This seminar ran for four weeks and 
covered many subjects pertaining to industrial development. 


Bernerd J. Delman ended his term as chairman of the Commission in 
December and Peter R. Bagarella was elected chairman. Replacing Mr. 
Bagarella as vice-chairman is Stanley Rubinstein. 


The Development and Industrial Commission meets every third Mon- 
day of the month. We feel industry is important to Sharon and we en- 
courage your interest and any question you may have in this regard. 
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REPORT OF THE TRANSPORTATION ADVISORY BOARD

The Transportation Advisory Board concerned itself in 1969 with the 
continuing threat of crisis in railroad commuter service, and also gave 
its attention to the possibility of instituting local bus service within the 
town. 


Early in the year, the board began discussing suggestions from a few 
residents for local bus service. The main interest seemed to involve trans- 
portation for young people to and from the Community Center and for 
older residents to and from the Square and shopping centers. 


While there is considerable doubt as to whether sufficient demand 
exists to make any regular routes self-sustaining for a private operator, it 
seems clear that the best chance would occur if the operator already has 
busses located within the town. For this reason, the subject was explored 
with Mr. Clifford Jerauld, who operates the school bus service. Mr. Jer- 
auld expressed a willingness to pursue the matter further as a public 
service with no likelihood of profit, and he subsequently applied to the 
state Department of Public Utilities for permission to operate public 
bus routes within the town. At the DPU hearing, this board was recorded, 
along with the Selectmen and many local organizations, in favor of the 
request, but as of mid-January, more than six months after the hearing, 
the DPU has not yet made a decision. 


Meanwhile, this board has studied possible routes and schedules, and 
plans a sample survey questionnaire to aid in determining what routes and 
schedules (if any) would have sufficient demand. Answers to relevant 
questions on the recent Junior Chamber of Commerce survey will be 
studied first as a guide. 


Railroad commuter service to Boston, now operated by Penn Central 
under subsidy contract with the Massachusetts Bay Transportation Author- 
ity, has again this year survived through a series of stop-gap measures. 
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Three alternate long-range MBTA plans for continuation or conversion 
to bus of present rail commuter lines in the Boston area were studied 
by the board early in the year. Although we were disappointed that none 
_of these plans would guarantee continuation of Sharon’s rail service, our 
findings were passed along to the MBTA Advisory Board (through our 
chairman in his capacity as Sharon delegate) and to Representative Aron- 
son and Senator Quinlan. The legislature never acted on amy long-range 
plan, but finally voted a one-year extension of 90% state financing of the 
railroad subsidy through July 31, 1970. 


Penn Central agreed at first to renew the contract only through De- 
cember 31, 1969, then as that deadline approached, agreed to a further 
extension to March 31, 1970. Before that date a consultant’s study, jointly 
sponsored by MBTA and Penn Central, is expected to resolve their con- 
flicting ideas on cost accounting. Prospects are reasonably good, then, for 
further extension of the contract through July 31 when present state 
funding expires. 


The outlook is dimmer this year than last, however, for any construc- 
tive long-range plan for continuation and improvement of railroad com- 
muter service. If this should turn out to be the year when the legislature 
fails to vote another temporary renewal of the subsidy, Sharon’s future 
service would then be at the mercy of an ICC decision. (It is safe to as- 
sume that Penn Central would petition to the ICC for permission to drop 
the Providence line commuter service, as it has already been granted this 
permission for the Franklin and Needham lines.) 


One continuing hopeful factor is the high-speed rail service to New 
York and Washington, which uses the same tracks and provides argu- 
ments for maintaining Back Bay and South Stations. These turbo-trains 
are also in danger of losing their present Federal funding in 1970, but 
the states involved may work out an alternate plan. 


Like most other costs, Sharon’s assessment for MBTA rail, rapid transit, 
and surface lines increased substantially in 1969. This year’s boost re- 
flected a modest increase in rapid transit and bus deficits (in spite of the 
December, 1968, fare hike) as well as a revised distribution formula 
pushed through the legislature by Boston and Cambridge as a rider to 
the railroad subsidy renewal. Sharon will now pay about $47,000 (orig- 
inally estimated at $32,000 in this report last year) in 1970 for 1969 
deficits, compared to about $24,000 paid last year. A recent estimate of 
$57,000 for Sharon’s assessment in 1971 for 1970 deficits is subject to 
the usual uncertainties about labor costs and state subsidies.

The long-awaited survey covering the natural resources of the Town 
of Sharon has just been completed by a team of specialists from the 
Norfolk Conservation District and the Department of Natural Resources, 
and should be in the hands of town officials by the time this report is 
printed. With the pressure on suburban land created by the increasing 
population and the improved accessibility of Sharon brought about by 
Route I-95, it is inevitable that the Town will experience a building boom 
in the coming decade. Some day, much of our present abundant open 
land will be occupied by houses, so it is of the utmost importance for 
the Town to plan ahead now for best use of the land in the future and 
to budget a certain amount of its revenues each year for the acquisition 
of certain designated areas for recreational and conservation purposes. 
Only in this way can we hope to retain some of the rural flavor that helps 
make Sharon such a desirable place to live. What happens in the next few 
years will, to a great extent, determine the type of town that Sharon 
will become. If we all work together, we can make it a healthy, beautiful 
suburb of which we can all be proud. 


The amount of land added to the holdings of the Conservation Com- 
mission during 1969 was small compared to some previous years. This 
was not due to a lack of activity on our part, as many landholders were 
contacted about the possibility of giving or selling their land at a reason- 
able figure to the Commission, but with limited success, however. With 
the completion of the natural resources survey mentioned in the previous 
paragraph, it is expected that we will have to take a more aggressive ap- 
proach to acquisition in the future in order to attain our ultimate goals. 


Dr. Walter Griffin donated three acres of wetlands off Upland Road 
which increased our control over the brook from Sanatarium Pond feed- 
ing into Beaver Brook. Another parcel was acquired from Mr. Gardner 
Gaines, supplementing the tract that he gave back in 1956 when he 
donated the first land acquired by the Commission. During the year the 
state paid back to the Town 50% of the cost of 24 acres in the Great 
Cedar Swamp acquired from Mr. Robert Morse in 1968. At present, the 
Commission owns over 300 acres of open land for the use and enjoyment 
of the townspeople of Sharon. 


The Massapoag Trail has been improved by filling in some of the wet 
spots along the Trail and the bridge near Devil’s Rock was replaced after 
it was washed out by the high water last spring. A new link in the Trail 
has been constructed running north from Devil’s Rock, permitting an 
alternate route via Devil’s Rock for those who are making a round trip 
along the Trail. The Boy Scouts are assisting in keeping the Trail policed 
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and in good shape. A group of Appalachian Mountain Club hikers set a 
fine example of good trail manners by picking up several shopping bags 
of trash as they walked along the path. 


The Commission has participated, as usual, with other organizations in 
conservation matters. Meetings have been held with other towns along the 
Canoe River, which has its source in Sharon, to protect its banks from 
development and pollution. Two members of the Commission are serving 
on the Lake Management Study Committee for the improvement of Lake 
Massapoag, the Town’s most valuable natural resource. As one result of 
the study, the weeds in the lower end of Mann’s Pond were eliminated 
by chemical treatment. 


A very successful campaign in the name of civic pride and conserva- 
tion was conducted in the fall by the pupils of the fifth grade in the 
Sharon Public Schools. Under the guidance of their instructor, Mrs. Doug- 
las Sutcliffe, these young people enthusiastically canvassed the Town sell- 
ing 1,000 “Keep Sharon Beautiful” buttons. Besides promoting a great 
deal of favorable publicity, the pupils raised $112.90 in two days which 
they have voted to use for building a jetty into Mann’s Pond for wildlife 
observation and other purposes. This is a good example of what a group 
of concerned citizens can do for their town when they have a good cause 
and are willing to work for it. 


As is our usual practice, a Sharon boy was sent to the State Conservation 
Camp in Shirley, Mass., for two weeks to learn conservation and related 
subjects. The successful candidate this year was Steven Baker of East 
Street. 


During the year, Mr. Theodore Scott resigned from the Commission to 
devote his time to the Town’s Personnel Board. We are happy to have 
Mr. Theodore Waldron as his replacement.

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REPORT OF THE LAKE MANAGEMENT 
STUDY COMMITTEE

The Lake Management Study Committee was formed in May, 1969, 
subsequent to action at the Town Meeting in March establishing the 
Committee at the request of the Planning Board. The Committee met 
12 times during 1969 and set in motion the development of a vigorous 
program to preserve and maintain Lake Massapoag for all recreational 
uses, 


A number of general factors are of primary importance in considering 


the Lake. 


1. Lake Massapoag is the most significant natural resource of the 
Town. 


2. The Lake is relatively healthy but there are signs that its health 
may be declining. 


3. The Lake Watershed lies totally within and under the control of 
the Town of Sharon. Approximately 80 percent of the watershed 
is sparsely developed or undeveloped. 


These factors clearly indicate that it is incumbent upon the Town of 
Sharon to act positively and firmly in the years ahead to ensure that the 
Lake will be preserved and maintained in the face of rapid development of 
the Town. 


Initial efforts of the Committee were directed toward ascertaining the 
probable causes of the floating weeds (water milfoil) which have ap- 
peared in increasing numbers along the shoreline and in the waters of 
the Lake and initiating action to reduce this problem. Working with an 
aquatic biologist from the Massachusetts Department of Public Health, the 
Committee concluded that a major source of weed infestation was the 
swamp area adjacent to the Community Center at the southern end of the 
Lake. The direct connection between the swamp and the Lake was blocked 
during July. This action is expected to reduce the weeds feeding into the 
Lake although water from the swamp should continue to pass into the 
Lake through the soil of the dike which separates the swamp from the 
Lake. 


In a cooperative program with the State, arranged by the Committee, 
this swamp, together with a small section of the Lake adjacent to the 
swamp and Mann’s Pond were sprayed with a non-toxic weed control 
chemical designed to affect only water milfoil. This spraying was carried 
out in Mid-September and after three or four weeks it was observed that 
these areas were relatively free from milfoil and that fishermen were now 
able to actively fish in the area. 
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During June the Committee recommended to the Selectmen that the 
Lake be maintained at the highest possible level at all times in order to 
reduce light penetration and thereby inhibit aquatic growth. This was 
implemented during this summer’s operation and is expected to be stand- 
ard operating procedure in the future. 


In order to gain a more substantive understanding of the water inflow, 
water outflow, displacement of water, and water balance in the Lake a 
cooperative program has been developed with the U. S. Geological Sur- 
vey, and the Massachusetts Division of Water Resources. A continuous 
measuring gauge has been placed at the outlet of the Lake which will meas- 
ure water passing out of the Lake for an entire year. The gauge was acti- 
vated during November. 


During the summer, Ronald Gordon of the Committee carried out a 
survey of the Lake bottom, noting the type and intensity of plant life, 
type of bottom soil and other aquatic life. The intensity of water milfoil 
in the Lake was not high except in one or two areas. 


Mr. Duffy Bailey worked with the Committee during the summer carry- 
ing out surveys and acquiring basic data. His efforts were sincerely ap- 
preciated, and will prove valuable in future activities and evaluations. 


The Committee initiated evaluation of current regulations and prac- 
tices concerning subsurface waste disposal (septic tanks) and storm drain 
systems in the watershed and has recommended to the Selectmen and 
Planning Board that no additional storm drains discharging directly to 
the Lake should be constructed. Existing or proposed storm drain systems 
are being evaluated. Recommendations concerning remedial action on 
twe storm drainage systems have been made to the Selectmen and 
Planning Board and alternatives to direct storm drainage discharge to the 
Lake are being developed. 


Several newspaper articles were written by members of the Committee 
and published in the Sharon Advocate on the Lake and the problems and 
natural processes linked to the Lake. These were part of a continuing 
effort to alert the people of the Town to the need for positive action 
toward securing sound management of the Lake. A cooperative program is 
being explored with the Science Department at Sharon High School to 
involve high school students in ecological studies of the Lake. 


The Committee concluded that the wetlands surrounding the Lake 
may be a vital source of water inflow and subsequently entered an article 
on the Town Meeting Warrant for appropriation of $5,000 to initiate 
acquisition of these wetlands by the Conservation Commission. 


Water grab samples were taken on June 17 at the outlet of the Lake, 
at Sucker Brook where it enters the Lake, and at the point where the 
swamp adjacent to the Community Center enters the Lake. On June 24 
grab samples were taken at various points in the Lake. The analyses indi- 
eee that the Lake is healthy but possible warning signs of decline were 
noted. 


It is expected that the coming year will see intensive investigations 
carried out by the Committee with State, Federal and local assistance to 
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learn more about the Lake and the Lake Watershed. A sound, substantive, 
management program for preserving and maintaining Lake Massapoag 
should begin to emerge. Equally important to the fate of the Lake will be 
action by the Town at the Town Meeting and through the various depart- 
ments and boards to implement a sound policy toward this invaluable 
body of water.

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REPORT OF THE 
CAPITAL OUTLAY COMMITTEE

The Capital Outlay Committee was created by the 1969 Annual Town 
Meeting to prepare annually a “Capital Outlay Budget Program.” The 
Committee is comprised of members of the Board of Selectmen, School 
Committee, Warrant Committee and Planning Board. The Executive Sec- 
retary is secretary of the Committee. A citizen appointed by the Selectmen 
serves as Chairman. Another citizen appointment is made by the School 
Committee. 

In order to enable the townspeople to plan effectively for the future, 
the Committee in this first year of its existence gathered a great amount 
of information about the Town, its financial history and status, its re- 
sources, its growth and projections for the coming years. Much of this 
was originally obtained by the Plans and Objectives Committee (the 
progenitor of the Capital Outlay Committee) and the Planning Board. 
Much was newly obtained from various Town officials. 

Having collected facts about the past and the present state of the Town, 
the Committee began to obtain information about its future needs. It 
canvassed the various boards, departments, committees and officials of 
Town government to learn what necessary capital projects they foresee. 
The 1970 Capital Outlay Budget consists of projects which they consider 
to be needed in 1970, together with the cost estimates which they have 
supplied. The Capital Outlay Program for the years 1971 through 1975 is 
a forecast of capital projects during that period. With this forecast in 
mind, the Town should be able to make better judgments as to the desir- 
ability, timing, planning and coordination of capital projects. It should 
also be able to avoid both crises in municipal service and gross instability 
in the tax rate to the extent it is affected by capital outlay. 

Data gathered and analyzed by the Plans and Objectives Committee 
shows that the Town has in recent years been spending on a current basis 
close to $4 per $1,000 of its assessed valuation on capital projects, apart 
from payments of principal and interest on loans. This level of current 
annual expenditures for capital improvements is not considered to be 
overly generous. No lesser level should be maintained as a goal for similar 
expenditures in the years ahead in order to assist in meeting capital needs 
on an orderly basis. The basic alternative is to cut back this amount in 
any given year or years, only to find later that the needs have not dis- 
appeared, but have grown in urgency and cost. Such an accumulation of 
projects would then require either a tax rate increase even more severe 
than those which have already occurred, or the semi-permanent burdening 
of future tax rates by borrowing, or both. Therefore, the Capital Outlay 
Committee recommends that in 1970 the Town commit $4 of its tax 
rate (over $265,000) to current expenditures for capital projects, whether 
provided for in Article 5 budgets or in special articles in the warrant. 
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The Committee, comprised essentially of members of other committees 
with heavy responsibilities and time commitments, has not been able in 
its first year to determine itself the merits of each of the proposals. Rather, 
it has stimulated thinking, articulation and sifting of the capital needs of 
the town. It has grouped, first, those worthy of consideration in 1970 and, 
second, those which will have to be considered during the five-year period 
thereafter. It thus presents a budget and a program of capital outlay, so 
that decisions can be made in 1970 with appreciation of their probable im- 
pact on the future needs and resources of the Town. 


It is our aim for future years to study proposed projects more deeply, 
so as to enable the Committee to make firm recommendations on Capital 
Outlay Budgets. This may well be done through the vehicle of a single 
warrant article embracing all capital expenditures for the year, including 
those now carried in the departmental operating budgets covered by 
Article 5. For the present, however, the past practice will be followed. 
Capital projects will be carried to some degree in departmental budgets 
and principally in a number of separate special articles proposed by the 
Town agencies involved. Therefore, the 1970 Capital Outlay Budget exists 
not as a single article, but as a selection of projects proposed in several 
articles. 


During the course of the work of the Committee, various matters were 
identified as being likely to have great impact upon Sharon in the future 
in terms of vital services and large expenditures. Some are being investi- 
gated by the Selectmen and others. In this category are the possible need 
for a system of sanitary disposal (sewerage) and the already-known 
requirement for a solid waste disposal system within a few years to re- 
place the Town Dump. 


Another matter seems to the Committee to require study. It involves 
the questions of the need and location of land to be acquired for one or 
more future fire substations and the need for expanded headquarters for 
the police and fire departments. Each of these questions involves basic 
determinations concerning the future lines of organization of the de- 
partments involved, particularly with respect to shared or separate per- 
sonnel (such as dispatchers) and physical plant. Related to this is the 
question of need for a more adequate Civil Defense emergency opera- 
tions center for use in case of disaster. It is possible for such facilities to 
be used for the ordinary business of the Town and to be made available 
to Civil Defense in an emergency. This can result in federal reimburse- 
ment of a substantial part of the cost of the facilities. We have sponsored 
an Article in the 1970 Annual Warrant proposing the establishment of a 
Public Safety Facilities Study Committee to make recommendations in 
this area. 


Presented herewith are the Capital Outlay Budget submitted by the 
Committee for consideration in 1970, the Capital Outlay Program esti- 
mating capital needs and expenses for the years 1971-1975, and tables of 
the existing and estimated debt structure of the Town. The cost figures 
contained in the Capital Outlay Program are, of course, subject to revision 
as the Program is reviewed and updated each year.

METROPOLITAN AREA PLANNING COUNCIL 


GEORGE B. BAILEY, Representative 


The Metropolitan Area Planning Council now encompasses 99 cities 
and towns. Its geographic hub is, of course, Boston. Over 50% of the 
state’s population is included in the area. The council, now only 5 years 
old, does not have the power to either implement its own programs or 
veto those of other agencies. However, its planning role is to consider 
problems from a viewpoint beyond that of the individual cities and towns, 
an aspect previously considered only at the legislative level. Even more 
important, the Council serves to limit the ability of state agencies such as 
the D.P.W. and the M.D.C., Port Authority and Turnpike Authority to act 
within the region without adequate local co-ordination, and can also en- 
courage agencies such as Natural Resources and M.D.C. Parks Division to 
act to protect areas: from encroachment by the developing agencies. Prior to 
formation of the regional council, virtually no attempt was made to assess 
the effect of individual functional programs on the total environment. 
Much more needs to be done, however, since M.A.P.C. is still largely en- 
gaged in doing the work left undone in the 40’s and 50’s. 


Council Meetings, Extra Activities 


Four meetings were held in 1969 and Sharon was represented at all four. 
Mrs. Ronald Gordon, President of the League of Women Voters, served 
as my representative at the Needham meeting on May 27. Mr. Harold W. 
Moore, Planning Board member served as my representative at the Novem- 
ber 13 meeting in Randolph. I attended the meeting of March 27 held at 
Quincy and the Newton annual meeting, April 23, and was elected to the 
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executive committee as one of the five representatives of the towns. In 
June, I was appointed to the Program Committee to aid the staff in 
formulating the Council’s program for the next three years. Completing 
my activities as a member of the Technical Advisory Committee, prior to 
publication of the Rivers report, I consulted with the Neponset Conserva- 
tion Association who aided in reviewing the report’s recommendations 
on the Neponset River. 


I also attended the Citizen’s Workshop on Air Quality in Greater Bos- 
ton at the University of Massachusetts, June 15, and three seminars on 
the planning process sponsored by the Boston Architectural Society which 
were highly enlightening. 


The M.A.P.C.’s activities in 1969 included the following: 


1. Publication of Volumes 3 and 4 of the Open Space and Recreation 
Program for Metropolitan Boston, The Mystic, Charles, and Neponset 
(Vol. 3), and Open Space Law (Vol. 4). A copy of each is in the Public 
Library. 


2. Eastern Mass. Regional Planning Project’s (E.M.R.P.P.) Guides 
for Progress; a development plan for a district which includes the M.A.P.C. 
district, is to be discussed in sub-regional meetings sponsored by the De- 
partment of Public Works. No such meeting has been held in this area. 
I do not believe that this plan has been adequately debated by the Council 
and should most certainly be reconsidered in the light of the new awareness 
of pollution and ever-increasing automobile congestion. 


3. The E.M.R.P.P. Recommended Highway and Transit Plan issued 
early in 1969 by the D.P.W. is still under consideration by the Council 
staff. A regional meeting was held in Walpole May 8 by the D.P.W. but 
this hardly provided an oppostunity for constructive analysis of a pro- 
gram which promises to lace the area with more highways including a 
“Middle Belt” located Letween 495 and 128 which would run through 
Sharon. The mass transit proposals are inadequately documented and 
funding methodology is avoided. 


4. An Office for Metropolitan Housing Development was formed in 
July with an $80,000 H.U.D. grant to stimulate the production of housing 
for low and moderate income families throughout the Boston Metropolitan 
area. A staff of specialists will provide technical assistance to local public 
agencies as well as non-profit and limited dividend housing sponsors. With 
the enactment of Chapter 774 (The Housing-Zoning Act) this office 
takes on special significance for all metropolitan area communities. 


5. Second Metropolitan Airport. A staff study recommending a site for 
a second airport in the Douglas-Uxbridge area was released in August. 
This is the first M.A.P.C. report on the subject. An earlier consultants 
study pointing to Dover as a preferred site (with Sharon-Easton as a 
close second) was released prematurely and attributed by some to the 
M.A.P.C. Sharon registered its clear opposition to a nearby jet port. The 
M.A.P.C. report will be followed in early 1970 by a joint report in which 
other agencies have a strong voice. The Selectmen have been regularly in- 
formed on this problem. 


6. Section 204 Reviews. The council staff is now required to review ap- 
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plications for virtually all Federal grants for planning and public facilities 
construction. These include agencies such as D.O.T., H.E.W., H.U.D., 
Justice, Commerce, O.E.O., Interior, Agriculture, and even D.O.D. for a 
total of 44 programs applicable to the M.A.P.C. area. 


Two requests from Sharon were processed in 1969. A request by the 
school department for $35,000 in the preparation of building plans for 
an addition to either the Junior or Senior High Schools and a request filed 
by the Selectmen for water system extension planning. 


7. Legislation supported by the Council included: 


a. Solid Waste Disposal Legislation. The Council's recommenda- 
tion is for regional facilities constructed by the D.P.W. and 
financed and administered by local advisory boards. 


b. A bill to place the M.A.P.C. under Chapter 40D with the other 
regional councils thus allowing the Council to arrange its own 
budget without the state government's review and to allow for 
economic development planning. 


8. M.A.P.C. opposed: Location of a Stadium in the Fens, the location 
of a juvenile training center in the Blue Hills Reservation, location of the 
Charles Street Jail on Deer Island (slated for recreational development), 
and opposed the taking by the Massachusetts College of Art of land in 
Newton bordering Hammond Pond now being acquired as open space 
and recreational area, all on the basis of the comprehensive regional plan- 
ning completed to date. 


The Future 


In the coming year regional problems will continue to increase as 
local strategies designed to maximize real estate tax bases cause employment 
Opportunities to disperse carryirg along traffic congestion costs, increased 
housing needs, and loss of open space in the outer-ring suburbs. M.A.P.C. 
President Franklin Flaschner stated “The power structure and the citizenry 
in general are not yet prepared to deal with the vital relevance of metro- 
politan planning to solve so many of the difficult problems with which 
they are coping.” It is hoped that this condition can begin to reverse in

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD

The Planning Board held 45 formal meetings for which minutes were 
recorded in 1969. Meetings with the Selectmen, other Planning Boards 
through the Massachusetts Federation of Planning Boards and our Plan- 
ning consultants, the Planning Services Group and Nash-Vigier, both of 
Cambridge, accounted for many other meetings which provided the Board 
with information necessary to carry on its work. 


Comprehensive Plan 


During 1968 the Planning Board voted to initiate an updating of the 
Comprehensive Plan of the Town prepared in 1960. In 1969, the Board 
followed up on this decision by requesting the Massachusetts Department 
of Community Affairs to prepare a community Reconnaissance Report 
which is the first step in obtaining a 701 Urban Planning Assistance grant 
from the Department of Housing and Urban Development. 


Based on information supplied by the Planning Board, the Board of 
Selectmen, Warrant Committee, Department of Public Works, Police 
Department, Conservation Commission, Historic District Study Com- 
mittee, Development and Industrial Commission, Civil Defense, Library 
Trustees, the Town Engineer and upon a personal inspection of the 
town, the Department of Community Affairs, Bureau of Planning Pro- 
grams, prepared a Reconnaissance Report which was submitted to the 
Board in November. 


Because a number of studies bearing on the most crucial issues arising 
in the decade since the Comprehensive Plan was completed have been made 
by the Town and by Consultants, only a partial updating in the follow- 
ing areas was recommended: 


1. an up-to-date land use map. 
2. a population study and projection to 1980. 


3. an area-of-influence study, analyzing the potential effects of I-95 
and sub-regional economic trends. 


4. a housing analysis, evaluating the existing stock and the projected 
need for all types of housing, and outlining steps to meet that 
demand. 


5. a recreation and conservation study proposing areas for acquisition 
for conservation and recreation and recommending recreation and 
open space standards appropriate for Sharon. 


6. a review of existing studies recommending priorities and steps for 
implementation. 
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7. a future land-use plan incorporating recommendation from all the 
above analyses with alternative plans for action. 


8. a capital improvement plan scheduling all proposed projects accord- 
ing to their priorities and the Town’s ability to finance them. 


9. the planning program should be broadened to include sewerage, 
solid waste disposal, additional municipal facilities, relation to 
Mass. Transportation facilities, and the effect of a large regional 
facility, such as an airport, on Sharon. 


Having reached this stage, it had been hoped that Federal and State 
assistance would be forthcoming for the financing of the above recom- 
mended studies. However, at this writing it appears that this assistance 
will not be available, at least for a few years. Therefore in 1970, the 
Planning Board will have to determine the priorities of the various studies 
and make recommendations to the Town on how to achieve the necessary 
updating without financial assistance from outside agencies. 


Planned Unit Development 


Each year the pressures for higher density zoning have increased, as 
evidenced by the number of special articles for rezoning inserted in the 
Town Meeting Warrants and by inquiries that the Planning Board has 
received from potential developers. In order to be able to better advise 
the Town and also to alleviate the problems inherent in rezoning small 
parcels of land for specific development, the Board engaged a consultant 
to study the philosophic and practical aspects of Planned Unit Develop- 
ment. 


As a result of this study, the Board has submitted an article for the 
1970 Town Meeting Warrant establishing criteria for Planned Unit De- 
velopments. If this new by-law is accepted, it will allow for a mix of 
dwelling types i.e. single-family, two-family, town houses, garden apart- 
ments, multi-family housing, and limited commercial usage within certain 
residential areas of the Town provided certain criteria are met such as 
low land coverage with broad open spaces for landscaping and recreation, 
ample off-street parking, residential areas separated from other uses or 
levels of density by adequate buffer strips. 


Subdivision Control 


During 1969, the Board reviewed and approved subdivisions totalling 47 
acres with a total of 53 house lots. The number of building permits issued 
for new construction was 99 as compared to 74 in 1968 and the total 
number of permits was 253 as compared to 184 in 1968. In addition, 
1969 saw $750,000 worth of road construction completed within sub- 
divisions. 


Plans Not Requiring Subdivision Approval 


The Board is required by law to endorse plans showing lots which are 
to be recorded at the Registry of Deeds as “Approval Under Subdivision 
Control Law Not Required” when this is the case; ie. lot(s) having sufh- 
cient frontage on a public way. During 1969, our records indicate, 23 such 
plans were so endorsed.

Environmental Quality Advisory Group 


Realizing that environmental quality is a value which eludes the usual 
quantitative measurements and that it is not always included in the 
specific physical planning programs of the Town, the Planning Board 
voted to establish an Environmental Quality Advisory Group. This group 
is to consist of interested citizens who will work with the Board in striv- 
ing to solve certain environmental quality problems such as sign control, 
billboards, sidewalks, accumulation of litter in public places and the 
gradual removal of overhead wires. 


Cluster Subdivisions 


Shortly before the 1969 Town Meeting, the Planning Board was in- 
formed that the Cluster Subdivision By-Law had been inadvertently de- 
leted by the 1962 Town Meeting action. The Board immediately took 
steps to have this by-law reinstated. At the 1969 Special Town Meeting, 
a new by-law, substantially the same as the one the Town was thought to 
have had, was enacted. Since that time one new cluster subdivision has 
been submitted and approved.

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NEEDED: A LAKE WATERSHED MANAGEMENT PROGRAM 


A REPORT BY THE PLANNING BOARD 


Lake Massapoag and its relation to the surrounding wetlands has been 
a matter of concern to the Planning Board in recent years as it proceeded 
through the review and approval stages of a number of subdivision plans. 
In each instance, questions ranging from direct emptying of street drain- 
age into the lake to the filling of swamp lands have been discussed without 
the benefit of any useful data as to the relevance of these factors to the 
future of the lake as a prime natural resource. 


The Planning Board with its broad responsibility for guilding the de- 
velopment and allocation of the town’s resources directed that a subcom- 
mittee be established to review the matter of the lake’s future and ap- 
pointed three citizens to aid the board in this endeavor. 


It is hoped that the following report will firmly establish the need for 
detailed data and its importance to the future of the town. 


The Lake’s Importance 


Next to its people, Sharon’s Lake Massapoag may well be its most 
significant single resource. In the period from 1945 to 1968 the town has 
recognized the lake’s importance and has invested substantial public funds 
in acquiring beach front property and constructing improvements. The 
lake first -ecame significant to the town in an economic sense during 
colonial times when it was gradually developed into a storage reservoir for 
the town’s energy source, Massapoag Brook, along which a number of 
industries were located. In the late 19th century the lake became a recre- 
ational attraction, and a number of resort hotels were built and continued 
to operate well into the first third of the 20th century. A number of sum- 
mer camps and the town beaches in operation today give further testimony 
to the lake’s recreational value. 


However, the lake’s values may be seriously threatened by suburbaniza- 
tion. Since 1950 large sections of the lake’s perimeter have been developed 
— The Boston Ice Co. property — now Livingston and Sturgis roads, is 
covered by approximately 23 year-round houses, and 25 houses have been 
added along the Massapoag Avenue side of the lake, with 25 more now 
under construction. In addition, we have built the town’s two largest public 
schools, and about 50 other dwellings in the area comprising the Massa- 
poag Watershed. In the construction stage are 50 houses with approved 
subdivisions for 50 more already on record in this area. The precise effects 
of this construction on the lake’s water quality and quantity are not known 
but experts who have given as much as a cursory glance at the lake point 
to the danger indicators: weeds and algae. Some observers feel also that 
there have been lower flows during periods of dry weather. Without a 
major program of preventive land acquisition and/or sanitary sewerage 
construction, the lake may well be increasingly murky and unusable in the 
summer months and through filling of surrounding wetlands, its level may 
be lowered enough to inhibit boating as well as swimming. The reasons for 
these serious conclusions will be given in successive sections. 
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What Do We Know About Lake Massapoag? 


Lake Massapoag is 355 to 460 acres in area, and is estimated to con- 
tain 160 million cubic feet of water — an estimated average depth of 
8 to 13 feet. Its watershed is only approximately known but appears to 
include an area of about 4.7 square miles (3000 acres) (Fig. 1), a ratio 
of only 5 to 1 which is low for a lake. However, the lore of the lake sug- 
gests that it is spring-fed, (for example, — in 1912, the Sharon Improve- 
ment Association’s Sharon the Beautiful described the lake as “fed almost 
entirely by springs, only one small brook, ... entering it”), actually 
many small surface water courses feed varying amounts of flow through 
one or more culverts. These enter on Massapoag Ave, a) via Sucker Brook 
near the Salvation Army camp, b) a brook flowing from the swamp be- 
hind the Retreat Lodge, c) a culvert from the swamp to the rear of the 
Ellis Memorial, d) the swamp behind East Foxboro Street, and e) the 
swamp adjacent to the high school property. Simply stated, springs occur 
in places where the ground water table is higher than the lake and the 
differential is sufficient to cause flow. The ratio of surface flow to spring 
source is not known. The origin of the springs is not known either, and 
these may or may not be in the watershed areas. Fig. 2 shows what waters 
flow in and out of the Lake. 


What is the effect of filling swamps and constructing subdivisions on 
a water shed? 


If it can be understood that rainfall in a swamp can be 90% retained 
with a gradual run-off to a nearby lake occurring over a prolonged period 
of from one week to a month or more; whereas a subdivision conserves 
less than 50% and a shopping center less than 10%, then one can easily 
see that when a watershed is developed, the lake which it serves would 
tend to fill quickly after a rainfall and then quickly drop to a level well 
below its previous minimum. Thus, even when eutrophication (see below) 
is not a problem, loss of a watershed can significantly effect the usefulness 
of a lake. 


Present Town Plans For Acquisitions 


The plans of the conservation commission have been built around a 
modest program of acquiring land along the banks of our streams and 
tax-title lands in swamps and other areas of low-value land. The program 
of acquisition presently scheduled includes mo land in the Massapoag 
watershed other than a section of Cedar Swamp. 


(Actually, that portion of the Great Cedar Swamp which lies west 
of the railroad tracks is not part of the watershed. However, the swamp 
may be an important source of ground water charge to the lake. Present 
town policy is to drain this as much as economically possible in the 
direction of the Canoe River and Narragansett Bay and approximately 
$50,000 has been spent toward this objective. ) 


Significant open areas now in private hands have been identified as 
those of the Salvation Army Camp, Kiddy Kamp (and Ellis Memorial), 
and Shooting Trap Hunting Preserve (Morse), but no plans for purchase 
of any of these areas exist at present.

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The acquisition of 20 acres of the St. Francis Retreat lands was clearly 
an important step toward preservation of the water shed. However, the 
management of these lands must be guided by careful planning by the 
town. 


Statement and Analysis of the Problem: Eutrophication 


Lake Massapoag is a relatively shallow lake which has been subject to 
intense recreational use in the past and is expected to serve as a vital 
recreational asset in the future. Boating, fishing and water contact sports 
are among the uses made of the lake. It also serves as a major aesthetic 
and environmental asset in the landscape and character of the area. 


The use of the lake has been hampered in recent years by an ever- 
increasing weed problem. Weeds (water milfoil) growing in shallower 
areas at the bottom of the lake are broken off by water and wind move- 
ments, float and drift through the lake in a course dictated by wind and 
currents, and deposit themselves along the shoreline. These weeds have 
been a source of nuisance to swimmers, boaters, and landowners along 
the lake. The nuisance conditions are particularly emphasized following 
periods of high wind when increased numbers of the weeds are broken 
loose. Note: Department of Public Health biologists have stated motor 
boats multiply the growth by cutting the plants and agitating them. The 
major town lakefront development at the northern end of the lake is 
particularly subject to weed nuisance problems as a result of prevailing 
summer winds which are from a general southerly direction and the 
location of the outlet of the lake which is adjacent to the bathing area. 


In addition to the weed problem, algae blooms have been observed at 
the lakefront in recent years. 


The weeds and algae are indicative of the natural aging of the lake 
accelerated by the activities of man in the watershed.! Unchecked, the 
weed and algae problem will continue to increase until algae will cover 
areas of the lake in green masses and weeds will be profuse and dense 
as now seen in Mann’s Pond. The lake will then be unsuitable for most 
recreational purposes. Other lakes in Massachusetts and the United States 
are undergoing similar circumstances. Inaction has resulted in continuing 
rapid deterioration of these lakes. They include Norton Reservoir, Mass.; 
Lake Cochituate, Mass.; Lake Winnisquam, N. H.; Lake Sebasticook, 
Maine; Lake Tahoe, Calif.; Lake Kezar, N. H.; Lake Province, N. H.; 
Lake Mascoma, N. H.? 


Lakes and reservoirs are not permanent features of the landscape. Fun- 
damentally they serve as giant sedimentation -asins which receive sus- 
pended matter and fertilizing elements from tributary waters and lands 
and also act as giant reaction vessels for biological phenomena involving 
production of both plants and animals. They are destined to become filled 
with soil and organic deposits as time passes and ultimately will rvert to 
a swamp. This process, however, normally may require the passage of 
tens of thousands of years. The aging process is termed eutrophication.} 


The aging process is accelerated by artificial fertilization of the lake 
usually attributed to man’s activities. In order to arrest or retard the aging 
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process the fertilization of the lake must be minimized. Sources of ferti- 
lization may include runoff from artificial fertilizers placed on lawns and 
gardens, agricultural runoff, subsurface waste disposal systems (particu- 
larly those malfunctioning), street runoff and swamp drainage. A bio- 
logical systems chart is shown as Fig. 3. 


In summary then, Lake Massapoag is aging at an accelerated rate as 
indicated by the weeds and algae present. In order to maintain the lake 
for recreational and environmental purposes action must be taken to 
retard the aging process. 


Previous Studies and Actions 


1. In the spring of 1968 the Planning Board requested the Soil Con- 
servation Service to aid in studying the lake, with especial importance 
being accorded the loss of a swamp off Massapoag Avenue as part of the 
Leibow (25 d.u.) subdivision. Neither the county nor the U.S.D.A. 
response was positive but the Dept. of Natural Resources did respond 
and contacted the Water Resource Commission, U.S. Geological Survey, 
and Dept. of Natural Resources Division of Forest and Parks, all of whom 
sent representatives to a meeting held in Sharon on April 11 attended 
by the Town Engineer and a member of the Planning Board. On May 29, 
however, the Commission forwarded a letter > recommending the instal- 
lation of test wells along Massapoag Avenue and a year long examination 
of ground water elevations in the 19 acres subdivision under discussion. 
A reference was given for procedures to be followed.° The test program 
has been discussed but not yet implemented due to the need for specific 
direction. 


2. Hatch Act only protects water supply, inhibits action creating flood- 
ing. A hearing under the Hatch Act was required by the aforementioned 
subdivision but since the filling would not endanger a water supply nor 
cause flooding, a permit to fill was granted and this is now being carried 
out, 


3. In August, 1965, a reconnaisance survey of the lake was carried 
out by the Allied Biological Corporation at the request of the then Super- 
intendent of Public Works, Mr. Donald Atkinson. A letter report prepared 
subsequent to the survey indicated that: (1) water milfoil is the domi- 
nant weed ‘form in the lake and is concentrated at the southern end of 
the lake, (2) other plant species while subordinate in the make-up of 
plant ecology, nevertheless, represent a significant portion of the problem 
and must be given appropriate consideration, (3) the swampy areas at 
the southern end of the lake provide a ready source of reinfestation and 
must be considered as part of the overall picture and (4) a weed control 
program utilizing chemical treatment would cost approximately $10- 
$15,000. 


4. On September 21, 1968, Subcommittee member Mr. Walter New- 
man observed an algae bloom along the lakefront at the northern end of 
the lake. On September 22 the concentration of algae had disappeared in 
this area, however, Mr. Newman and Mr. Bailey traversed the lake in a 
canoe, taking water samples at various points and observing them in a 
glass jar. Greenish suspended particulate matter was observed in several 
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samples. On September 27, 1968, Mr. Newman collected water samples 
and a weed specimen near the outlet of the lake. These were analyzed 
by the Federal Water Pollution Control Laboratory at Needham Heights, 
Mass, Analysis of the sample indicated that: (1) no measurable quantities 
of phosphate (as PO4) nitrate (as N) were present, and (2) approxi- 
mately 13,580 phytoplankton per liter were observed, Synedra being the 
predominant group (11,360 per liter). These results of themselves were 
inconclusive, however in view of the algae bloom which occurred during 
the previous week it may be hypothesized that the algae had stripped 
the nutrients from the water and this was followed by a period of algae 
die off. The Federal water pollution control laboratory suggested in their 
letter that if the ecological problems are to be assessed, additional sam- 
pling and analysis would be required, including evaluation of water tem- 
perature, nitrogen, phosphorus, alkalinity, carbonates, pH, light penetra- 
tion, turbidity and sources of pollution. 


5. In 1967 a bill requested by the Selectmen was submitted in the 
Massachusetts General Court requesting the state to undertake a program 
of weed control in Lake Massapoag and Mann’s Pond. The bill was re- 
ported out of committee unfavorably and has been resubmitted for con- 
sideration in the 1968-1969 session of the legislature. 


In 1969 during a legislative hearing held in February, Department of 
Public Health representatives stated that Lake Massapoag was one of 14 
lakes recommended for weeding out through a spray program. The pro- 
gram would cost approximately $30,000 of which the town would be 
expected to contribute 25% to 50%. Our informed guesses indicate 
that weeds might be controlled for 5 years or occasionally much longer 
and that algae would return in less than a year. 


The chemical spray method has limitations which make its value short- 
lived. Unless the dead weeds are cleared after chemical killing, they will 
fall to the lake bottom, decompose and produce nutrients that will pro- 
duce a richer crop of weeds within a few years. The basic cause of the 
weeds, nutrients from the watershed, continues unabated. 


6. The Division of Fisheries, D.N.R., has made a geological survey of 
the lake bottom and has mapped the lake. (Fig. 4) The lake is regualrly 
stocked. 


7. The U. S. Geological Survey in cooperation with the State Waters 
Resources Commission is making a ground water favorability study of 
the Neponset Valley and is evaluating the flow of Massapoag Brook and 
its tributaries. 


8. The Mass. Water Resources Commission has recorded data on 
wells dug by public and private agencies in the vicinity of the Lake.4 
Conclusions 
Based on the following discussion we may conclude that: 


1. Lake Massapoag is a valuable recreational and environmental asset 
to the Town of Sharon. 
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2. Relatively little is known about the ecology of the lake and its 
watershed. 


3. The use of the lake is hampered by increasing weed and algae 
problems. 


4. These problems are indicative of accelerated aging of the lake 
which is a result of man’s activities in the watershed. 


5. The problems will increase more rapidly as the use of land in the 
watershed increases, thereby substantially limiting the recreational 
use of the lake. 


6. A vigorous action program is needed to retard the aging process in 
the lake and preserve the recreational value. 


7. Our lack of knowledge about the Lake’s water sources, sources of 
nutrients, and general ecology prevent us from making sound 
decisions relative to land usage, sewage disposal, and street drain- 
age. 


Alternatives for Action 


1. Continue the present level of effort toward the lake. This will 
probably result in loss of some major use in less than a decade. A 
further loss of a major investment already made in the lake by 
town as well as substantial tax revenue received will occur, or, 


2. Initiate a vigorous action program to maintain and save the lake 
based on a scientifically and economically sound plan. This is 
possible as the Director of Water Resources Research Center, Uni- 
versity of Massachusetts, has written, “The process of lake aging 
must be arrested and reversed.” > 


An action program can consist of three parts: 


Step 1. Implementation of certain basic short term recommendations 
by the town’s governing units — principally the Planning 
Board, Conservation Commission, Selectmen (D.P.W. and the 
Board of Health). 


Step 2. Authorization and funding of an intensive ecological study of 
the lake using an acknowledged expert consultant in lakes 
resource research. 


Step 3. Town implementation of the recommendations of Step 2 
through short-term and long-term land management of the lake 
and the lake watershed. 


We recommend under Step 1: 


A. Eliminate the remaining 20,000 square-foot zoning in the lake 
watershed and bring this area into conformance with the 40,000 
square foot zoning in effect in the remainder of the lake region. 


B. Examine every subsurface waste disposal system in the watershed 
and improve any inadequate systems. 


C. Maintain the level of the lake at the maximum practicable height 
to reduce light penetration. 
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D. Undertake a weed cutting and removal program. 


E. Divert direct land and street drainage from the lake to retension 
areas in the watershed whenever feasible. 


F. Hold a public meeting for the benefit of the owners of land in the 
watershed to demonstrate the significance of this area and describe 
good conservation practices. 


G. Institute a program of measurement of flows and ground water levels 
to be carried out by town personnel under the direction of the Town 
Engineer. 


H. Seek specific aid from state and federal agencies such as the U. S. 
Geological Survey, U. of Mass. Water Resources Research Center. 


Step 2 would develop the following: 


A. Accurately identify and quantify the drainage and watershed area 
serving the lake. 


B. Identify the land areas necessary to the continued proper function- 
ing of the lake for a 100-year period, or reasonable point in the 
future. 


C. Analyze the relative nutrient content of the various tributaries to 
the lake and recommend appropriate action. 


D. Determine the geologic age of the lake, and other geological data 
necessary to its understanding. 


E. Determine the land management practices which could aid in re- 
ducing the amount of fertilizers going into the lake and provide 
these to landowners in the region. 


F. Examine the effect of the town dump, evaluate various operational 
alternatives and recommend policy. 


G. Evaluate multiple use — compatibility of speed boating with fishing, 
sailing, swimming for future controls. 


Step 3: 


A. Conservation commission would acquire outright lands required for 
preservation of the watershed based on recommendations contained 
in steps 2A, 2B. 


B. Obtain scenic or open-space easements over land which can be used 
for other open space uses. 


C. Sewerage and drainage changes would be made as recommended 
involving, if necessary, both public and private actions. 


D. State and local open space plans would be guided by report evidence, 
including Hatch Act and Inland Wetlands actions.

The subcommittee reported to us that the basis for development of a 
sound plan to preserve and maintain the lake could be best attained by 
hiring a competent professional in the field of lake water resources man- 
agement. Such an approach has been estimated to take 1 to 2 years and 
cost approximately $15,000 to $20,000. 


The subcommittee agreed with the full planning board, however, that 
an alternative approach which would lean heavily on interested citizens, 
even though taking longer to carry out, would have a much greater chance 
of gaining Town meeting support. We therefore drew up Article 47 call- 
ing for appointment of a Lake Watershed Management Study Committee. 
Funds needed by such a committee were estimated to be in the order of 
$2,000 to $2,750, which would include 25% of the cost of possible hy- 
drologic investigations carried on by the U. S. Geological survey, water 
quality analyses, and 214 to 5 days of special consultant services. 


The Town Engineer, Department of Public Works, and Board of Health, 
could contribute specific services. The participation of the Conservation 
Commission is basic to any town natural resource question, of course, and 
their interest in this question has been known for some time. These func- 
tions could proceed with only the qualified guidance of a professionally 
prepared plan. 

After a year or tests and surveys, the steps needed for next year’s pro- 
gram should be quite clear. 


The Planning Board unanimously supports this proposal.

AUTHORITY: Town Meeting vote, March 1968, Article 35. 


Part I = prepare, coordinate and recommend plans for the future 
development of the area zoned for business in the vicinity 
of Post Office Square. 

Part 2 - study the feasibility and desirability of the town estab- 
lishing a Redevelopment Authority and make a specific 
recommendation concerning this at the next town meeting. 


CONCLUSIONS: 

1. Any long-range plans for the central business district must 
give adequate attention to a variety of factors which will signifi- 
cantly influence activity in the area. Such factors will include: 

a. population growth and its effect. 


b. needs of people living within one-half mile of 
the Square. 


ew trafficegrowth*and its effect. 
d. future traffic patterns and street layouts. 


the town's goals and plans for future development 
and use of property in the Central Business 
District (CBD). 


f. visual and cultural considerations for any plans 
for the CBD. 


g. the town's eligibility for a Redevelopment Authority 
and related Federal and State financial aid. 


h. the advantages and disadvantages of a Redevelopment 
Authority. 


2. The past year's study of these factors shows the fcllowing: 


a. considerable understanding of the needs, the cost, 
the time factor and related problems must be devel- 
oped throughout the town before any serious consider- 
ation is given to a Redevelopment Authority. 


b. there is no pressing need for major increases in the 
retail and business services now available in the CBD. 
It would be convenient to those living within walking 
distance of the Square to have a meat market, and a 
hardware store would be handy. However, as last year's 
study showed, there is no buildable land in the CBD 
at a price that will economically allow new commercial 
buildings. 
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increased auto traffic has been found to be the 
foremost factor when considering plans for the CBD. 
Present east-west roads are limited to Billings 
Street from the center of town, Bay Road from the 
north side and nothing on the south side. Within 
ten years, we are assured that traffic volume 
through the center of town will be at least 50% 
greater. The reasons and the options for the town 
are discussed further on in this report. 


ultimately, we must develop a Master Plan for the 
Central Business District which would set the 
pattern for orderly, useful growth consistent with 
the needs of the town and would eliminate inappro- 
priate location, renovation or construction of 
buildings. Initially, we have given our attention 
to providing streets and potential traffic circu- 
lation: patterns for the CBD which will handle any 
forseeable needs. Working with the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works, Traffic Fngineering Group, 
and our Town Engineer, who is a specialist in this 
field, we have developed the preliminary plan 
presented herein. 


other requirements for the evolution of a more 
attractive central business district include more 
open space around distinctive landmark type build- 
ings, more off-street parking for merchants and 
customers, less conflicting movement of pedestrians 
and traffic, ultimate removal of deteriorated 
buildings, long-range provisions for future needs 
such aS expansion space for the library or the 

post. office. 


since the CBD is the only present location of the 
town library, the post office, two of the three 
banks in town, several churches with attendant 
social activity, the town offices, fire and police 
stations, and the principle route to the railroad 
station, it is apparent that much activity and 
traffic will be channelled to the CBD. It is 
equally true that there is no particular type of 
architecture predominate. Thus to guide any 
future commercial construction this committee 
recommends a Town Committee to control and approve 
the types of buildings errected in the future in 
the CED and other business areas. To this end 
this Committee has prepared for the Selectmen a 
broad selection of pictures of various types of 
buildings considered compatible with existing 
buildings and believed to be acceptable to the 
town and the citizens in general. 
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g@. the size of the buildings to be erected in any area 
of town must be limited to a density of occupants 
and a ratio of open land that will permit the 
continued use of sub-surface sewage disposal accep- 
table to the State Department of Public Health. 
Otherwise the town would be vulnerable to demands 
for a townwide sewerage system at stupendous cost. 


h. although we have amassed considerable data on 
Housing and Redevelopment Authorities under Federal 
and State statutes, we believe it is too soon to 
consider this means until we have more definitely 
determined just what the townspeople want to plan 
for the CBD so that a complete general plan can be 
drawn up for consideration. After we have a plan 
we can better determine the probable costs, then 
the means by which we can carry out the plan. 
Briefly, the Federal government now pays 75% of 
the cost of redevelopment projects after approval 
of a detailed plan. The State participates by 
paying one-half of the remaining 25% leaving only 
12-1/2% of the total cost for the town to pay. 
SPECIFICS 
It is obvious that the increases in population and dwelling 
units will occur where buildable land is available. In | 
Sharon this in the northeast and southwest sectors of 
town and on the periphery. This growth will to some 
extent affect retail potential in the central business 
district (CBD) and it will certainly increase demand for 
services from the town offices, the banks, the library, 
medical, legal and similar types. The traffic through the 
Square will increase because certain services are only 
available in the center, and also because commuting to 
other towns will be greater. Other factors already adding 


some increment to traffic volume include:

Industries in nearby towns growing in size 
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These factors indicate that the traffic volume will increase 
faster than the population growth alone would indicate. 
Plans to deal with the total growth wild involve connector 
streets like Billings, North and South Main, Depot, Station, 
East Chestnut, Pond, East, possibly others. Ten years will 
bring a minimum traffic increase of fifty per-cent, some 
estimates go higher. If plans were started today, it would 
be 3-5 years before time and money were found to implement 
any major efforts by the town itself. 


TRAFFIC AND It is basic, though not obvious, that the town have a 
THE CENTRAL plan for streets in the central business district that

will permit us to handle any foreseeable traffic con- 
ditions. Once this has been determined and agreed on, 
attention can be given to the most likely and necessary 
development for the business district. With the help of 
the Town Engineer, the State DPW and an idea in the study 
of the Planning Services Group, done in 1966, we evolved 
the street plan shown in this report. With this ‘street 
configuration, we can tolerate (not condone) on-street 
parking for a while longer but all new developments must 
have adequate off-street parking in accordance with the 
zoning by-laws. The recommended ration of off-street 
parking to building area is 4:1 or 5:1 to equal present 
on-street parking areas and handle the additional load. 
The town can do a certain amount of work on its own as 
money, plans and time are available, but there remains a 
question whether this will be done soon enough to cope 
with traffic and keep activity in the CBD convenient to 
the townspeople and encouraging to necessary commerce. 


There is also the possibility of using one-way patterns 
for congested areas. It is a fact that the flow of traffic 
on a one-way street will be 1-1/2 times the flow on the 
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same street used for two-way traffic. Eliminating on- 
street parking also increases the flow of traffic. These 
actions can postpone, if not eliminate, the need for 
widening provided a good circulation pattern can be found. 
Elimination of on-street parking is costly to business 
unless other convenient parking is provided. The choice 
seems to be that the town widen streets at considerable 
expense and continue on-street parking, or provide con- 
venient off-street parking at some lessor cost. All the 
alternatives should be considered, and compared for cost, 
effectiveness and long-range needs. Presumably this study 
would fall into the sphere of the Town Engineer's office. 


LAND USE IN It is useful to know the present uses of land, value

to the town and the trends in the CBD. The following 
table is based on the assessed values as of January 
1968 and would not be notably different as of January 1969. 
Tax income is at the 1968 rate.

Approximately 100 people are employed in the retail stores 
and service establishments including the Post Office but 
excluding the library. The majority are full time employees. 
The cost of buying residential property in the CBD, razing 
a house and rebuilding for retail use has prohibited this 
type of development. 


It is possible, however, to remodel residential buildings 
for offices of various types and for beauty parlors,tailors, 
or small shops on the same premises. This has been the 
trend and will continue to be until the town determines that 
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a better tax base is desirable for the CBD and moves to 
create a situation that will permit and attract more 
profitable uses. This was analyzed and reported on at 
length in the March 1968 report of this committee. 


FEDERAL AND As mentioned above, we have thoroughly investigated 
Deere t MEE this subject. Because it is very complex and far- 
reaching in its effects, we feel that Federal and 
State aid should be treated in a separate report devoted 
entirely to this subject and the ramifications. Federal 
aid is presently available for the following types of 
projects. Sharon could apply under the second or third 
catagories. 
- clearing of sub-standard buildings, decadent or 
blighted open areas. 


~ land assembly for resale to private developers 
under a town approved plan. 


- redevelopment projects for housing or commercial 
needs, and recently 'beautification' projects may 
be included 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
Beginning with the traffic circulation problem and working 
from the general preliminary plan proposed herein, the 
CBD Committee should develop a final plan for the streets 
in the CBD and the related through streets. Further, the 
Committee should make the necessary analyses of the long- 
term needs conferring with the Engineering Department, 
the Planning Board, and such other Boards or Committees 
as may be desirable, particularly the Fire and Police 
Departments. 


The CBD Committee, if continued in operation by the Town 
Meeting, should undertake to meet with as many town groups, 
CBD landowners, church and social groups, as possible to 
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obtain opinion on town needs and to provide information 
or interpretation concerning the problems ahead. At the 
time this report is released, the Committee will have met 
with any residents in the CBD whose properties would 
ultimately be affected if the broad outline of the plan 
is carried out. We have already met with many property 
owners in connection with last year's exploration of 
getting private developers to start some redevelopment in 
the CBD. The Committee feels that all redevelopment can 
and must be planned giving full consideration to the 
personal situations of each property owner involved. Any 
purchases should be negotiated to provide adequate com- 
pensation not only for the property but to cover relocation 
expenses and incidential costs to the seller to the end 
that an equally satisfactory location is provided. 


A committee to recommend and approve the type of buildings 
erected in the business districts should be appointed by 
the Selectmen. This approval should be given in writing 
before a building permit is issued. A broad eroup of 
photographs of various types of buildings believed to be 
compatible with existing buildings will be available. The 
purpose is to avoid highly incongruous or incompatible 
types of buildings in the existing areas. 


The ratio of open land to density of occupancy in build- 
ings should be kept high enough to meet all state require- 
ments for sub-surface sewage disposal thus avoiding demands 
for a townwide sewerage system. 


It seems premature at this time to recommend a Redevelop- 
ment Authority and therefore this committee has not placed 
an article for an Authority in the Warrant. When we have 
a six- year capital outlay program up-dated on a year to 
year basis, we will be in a position to know what work the 
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FINALLY 


town can accomplish and in what future year. This can 
then be compared with the needs of the town and with our 
eligibility for Federal and State assistance. In the 
meantime, the planning phases can go forward on town ini- 
tiative. An example of programming street work in the 
CBD and related work if the Town were to do it might be 
somewhat as follows: 


lst year - Acquire property for Pond Street bend 
2nd year - Build Pond Street bend 
3rd year - Widen Billings Street to Summit or Cottage 
ith year - Align streets in the Square, signalize 
5th year - Acquire property for widening South Main Street 
6th year - Widen South Main Street 
7th year - Negotiate land purchases for new street 
Seuth Main to Pond Street 
8th year - Complete purchases 
9th year - Build new cross street 


The foregoing illustrates the length of time needed to 
accomplish changes which do not seem very difficult until 
spelled out. It also shows that if the Town undertook 
the task on its own there would have to be an annual 
capital outlay to reckon into the tax consideration. 


The Committee recommends that this report be filed where 
it can be read again when future information becomes 
available for comparison. The Committee hopes to serve 
the Town for another year pursuing all possible ideas 

and information to guide the development of the CBD in a 
manner commensurate with the foreseeable needs of the 
town in the five to fifteen vears ahead. Plans should 
not be static but should be continually up-dated as con- 
ditions change or at periodic intervals. We solicit 
written and verbal suggestions together with back-up data. 
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We recommend that you look seriously at the center of 
town and ask yourself first, "What will it be like in 
5-15 years if we let things go along on their own?" and 
then “What kind of center, buildings and services would 
I like if I could have what I would prefer?"
